MURDER AT THE MOBILE THEA.

The New Orleans Picayune of the 
29th, gives imperfect particulars of a most 
terrible event—the murder of a )usbdand 
by the wife—shortly after the curtain had 
closed upon the .performanco of their re. 

The actors 
in this démestic tragedy were M@Ewing 
and Miss Hamblin, who have for a long 
time lived unhappily together. Recent: 
ly--the account states— they agreed to 
seperate, and it was the design of the lat- 
ter toleave Mobile on Sunday morning 
for St. Louis. Whether a quarrel occur- 
red on the Friday previonsly to the per. 

tration of this horrid act, is not known; 

during the first act of the play many 
of the audience remarked a peculiarity of 
conduct in the parties towards each other 
on the stage. 


After the falling of the curtain. the de- 
ceased proceeded to his dressing room, 
where he was folluwed by his wife.— 
Some disputation, it is said, occured 
there between them, relative to the ward- 
robe, when the conflict ensued, which 
terminated the life of the deceased. There 
were three wounds inflicted, one of which 
grazed the arm, the others were in the 
body. The most fatal one was a little 
on the side, just below the ribs. The 
Ledger says it is the opinion now, that 
the wound was not sufficient of itself to 
cause death so rapidly as ensued, but i! 
is supposed that its fatality was very 
much aggravated by the falling of the de- 
ceased 

The manner of Miss Hamblin after the 
conGict was such as to lead to the suppo- 
sition that the act, so far as death is con’ 
cerned, was unpremeditated. She inquir- 
ed several times whether the deceased 
was much hurt, and not until there was s 
certainty of his death did she attempt an 
escape. The doors were then closed 
unon her, but she leaped from one of the 
wiadows about ten feet from the ground, 
and 60 escaped. She was in her stage 
attire, (the dress of a page,) but had 
throwr over it a course gown. 

This act, taken in connection with the 
place, time, &c., is certainly one of the 
most solemn on record. The sudden

[sland is the most important which” has 
arisen in this country since the Déclara- 
tion of Independence. It is whether 
sovreignty resides in thé people, or in 
the Government. It is whether a majority 
of the people have a right to altar or - 
abolish thejr form of Government. 

‘The form of government. in Rhode 
Island is derived from the Royal Charter, 
not having been changed since the Revo- 
lution. Under that charter none but free- 
holders have a .righ{ to vote. For years 
attempts were made to procure the call of 
Convention through. the Legislature, 
with the view of extending the right of 
of suffrage, and making other changes;

TRUTH CRUSHED TO EARTH WILL RISE AGAIN.—Bayasr. 


[From the Philadelphia ‘North 

Oup American 
sirous on the approach of the glorious 
Fourth, to taste some of the fresh and 
early fruits of the Revolution, | have 
been looking over some volumes of old 
newspapers. From the Philadelphia Li- 
brary I obtained a file of English news~ 
papers for 1776. In itl found a very 
beautiful and highly complimentary de~ 
scription of the American Standard of 
the struggling colonies. Reading the ar- 
ticle to a few friends, | found it to be as 
new and instructing to themas to my- 
self, and it was determined to publish it. 
One of the gentlemen said, ‘I! now recol- 
ject that the first troop of Philadelphia 
Cavalry, (which was organized in 1764, 
and was commanded by a Revolutionary 
officer, the late Colonel Forrest, and 
which I afterwards had the honor to com- 
mand) had a rattlesnake on its standard, 
with the motto ‘Don’t tread on me,’ alter 
many years’ use, and Isid aside; but | 
think 1 can find it, and as it has such 
glorious associations, we must look it up 
and present it to the Philadelphia Muse- 
um, since it is probably the only flag of 
the kind in the country.” 

These gentlemen as well as many oth- 
ers to whom | have spoken on the sub- 
ject, had no knowledge that the ratile- 
snake and its motto had been borne higa 
and victorious in many a hard fought 
fight in the early stages of the Revolu~ 
tion, I have nowhere met with any ac~ 
count of this standard having been car- 
ried on land, but on the ovean, in many 
a ga:lant fight, it braved the ‘‘battle and 
the breeze.” In some of the English 
accounts of the rebel flag, we are told 
that in addition to the rattlesnake, “it 
had thirteen strokes;”” nowhere do they 
mention the colors used in painting the 
flags. Yours, 


[Extract fromthe London Chronicle, 
from Thursday, July 25th, to Saturday, 
July 27th, 1776.] ‘lhe American Stand- 
ard is thus described:—**The colors of 
the American fleet have a snake with 
thirteen ratiles, the fourteenth budding, 
described in the attitude of going to 
strike, with this motto, ‘Don’t tread on 
me.’ itisa rulé in heraldry, that the 
worthy properties of the animal in the 
crest borne shall be considered, and the 
base onés cannot be intended. The an-~ 
cients accounted a snake or a serpent an 
enblem of wisdom, aad, in certain atti- 
tudes, of endisss duration. The rattle-~ 
snake is properly a representation for 
America, as this animal is ‘found in no 
other part of the world. ‘The eye of this 
creature excels in brightness most of any 
other animal. She has no eyelids, and 
is therefore an emblem of vigilance. — 
She never begins an aifack, nor even sur- 
renders; she is therefore an emblem of 
magnanimity and true courage. When 
injured, or in danger of being injured, 
she never wounds tillshe has given no- 
tice to her enemies of their danger. No 
other of her kind shows so much gener- 
osity. When undisturbed and in peace, 
she does not appear to be furnisbed with 
weapons ofany kind. They are la;ent 
in the roof of the mouth; and even when 
extended for her defence, appear to those 
who are not acquainted with her, to be 
weak and cuntemptible; yet her wounds, 
however smal], are decisive and fatal.— 
She is solitary, and aseociates with her 
kind only when it is necessary for their 
preservation. Her poison iaatonce the 


/Recessary means of digesting ber 100d, 
and certain desiruction to her enemies. 


The power of fascination attributed to 
her by a generous construction, resem- 
bles America. Those who look steadily 
on her are delighted, and involuntarily 
advance towarus her, and having. once 
approached, never leave her. She is 
frequently found with thirteen rattles, 
and they increase yearly. She te beau- 
tiful in youth, and her beauty increasés 
with her age. Her tongue is blue, and 
forked as the lightning.” 


_ A QUAINT SERMON,

Mosocracy.—We received information from 
Warrenton on yesterday of an outrage commit- 
ted on two men, travelling on foot, on the river 
road, near the town of Marthasville, in Warren 
county Mo. We give the particulars as detailed 
tous. The persons above named were travel- 
ling, as they said, for the purpose of employ- 
ment, and stopped to recruit their vigor, when 
eight or nine men calling themsclves regulators, 
came upon them, and from some suspicious 
circumstances suspecting them of being ene- 
mies to the good order of society, and fearing 
their intention was to commit some outrage, 
they were taken to the woods, and there tied 
hand and foot, to a tree, and their baeks lacera- 
ted soverely. One of the men is now under the 
care of adeetar; the other is missing, and is

supposed to be dead, or spirited away. One of 
the regulators, so called, has been arrested and 
recognized by the sufferer; and will undergo «& 
judicial investigation. Weomit any comment, 
at present, as the above particulars were detail- 
ed by the sufferer, and are ex parte. There has 
been a great excitement in Warren county ever 
since Dr. Jones was assassinated, and we fear 
it will end in bad consequence s. 

We understand that the man ander the Doc- 
tor looks to be an intelligent, decent man, and it 
it tarns out that they were innocent, it will put 
a stop to any further proceedings of this kind in 
that vicinity, as there ay probably honorable 
men concerned. When Sey find they have in- 
flicted punishment on «> innocent man their 
feelings will recoil, and é- will be content, in 
future to await the slow but more certain 
justice of the law.—[St. Charles Advertiser. 

Riots Inetanp.—At Ennis, on the 8th, a 
mob consisting of some thousands of persons, 
attacked the corn store and mill of the Mcssrs. 
Bannatyne, of Ennis, for the purpose of taking 
provision out of them. 

A letter from Galaway, dated June | 4th, says: 
‘Nothing can exceed the dreadful excitement 
here at present, in consequence of the high price 
of provisions. Duiing the whole of yesterday 
the town was perambulated by large bodies of 
fishermen, laborers, women and boys. 

There was scarcely a store in the town in 
which potatoes were thought to be kept, that 
was not broken open. The military and police 
were called out tocheck the people, but were 
obliged by overwhelming numbers to retreat to 
their respective berracks. 


Steamboat Explosion upon the St. 
Lawrence, and dreadful loss of life.— 
The high pressure steamer Shamroch, 
while running between Montreal and 
Kinghton, U. C., 9th inst., when between 
Lachine and Pointe Claire, burst her 
boiler, her bows were blown out, and she 
went down headforerost. There were 
one hundred and twenty persons on board 
at the time, forty-five were taken up un- 
hurt, by bargesin tow of the steamer; 
eighteen wounded were taken up and 
conveyed to the Montréal hospital, one of 
whom died during the ‘amputation of his 
legs, and fifty-four reniained unaccount- 
ed for. The passengers were English, 
Irish, and Scotch emigrants, were of a 
superior order, and had much moncy 
with them. ‘The English were supposed 
to be the greatest sufferers, as they were 
mostly in the fore part of the boat. 

The captain was the last person to 
leave the wreck, and saved the life of a 
passenger as he swam a shore. The 
stern floated the next day, when the cab- 
in was burst open, and the corpse of a 
female drawn out.—Courier.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN GEYSERS. 
Extract from an unpublished work, entitled 
“Lire 1x Taz Rocky Mountains.” 

I had heardin the summer of 1833, 
while at rendezvous, that remarkable 
boiling springs had been discovered on 
the sources of the Madison, by a party of 
trappers, in their spring hunt; of which 
the accounts they gave, were so very as- 
tonishing, that | determined to examine 
them myself, before recording their de- 
scription, though I had the united testimo-~ 
ny of more than twenty men on the sub~ 
ject, who a'l declared they saw them, and 
that they really were as extensive and 
remarkable as they had been described. 
Having now an opportunity of paying 
them a visit, and as another or a better 
might not soon occur, [ parted with the 
company after supper, and taking with 
me two Pen-d’orielles, (who were induc- 


_ 0d to make the excursion with me, by the 


promise ef an extra present, ) sect out ata 
round pace, the night being clear and 
comfortable. We proceeded over the 
plain about twenty miles, and halted un~ 
til day-light, on a fine spring, flowing in- 
to Cammas Creek. Refresked by a few 
hour’s sleep, we started again after a 
hasty breakfast, and entered a very ex: 
tensive forest, called the Pine Woods: 
(a continued succession of low mountains 
or hills, entirely covered by a de 
groth of this species of timber;) which 
we possed through, and reached the vi~ 
cinity of the springs about dark, having 
seen several small lakes or ponds on the:

TRUTH CRUSHED TO EARTH WILL RISE AGAIN.—Barast. 


Nauvoo, Haneock County, Saturday, Angust 13, 1812,

after supper, lay down to rest, s'eepy and 
much fatigued. The continual roaring 
of the springs, however, (which was dis- 
tinctly heard,) for some time prevented 
my going to sleep, and excited an impa- 
tient curiosity teexamine them, which I 
was obliged to defer the gratification of, 
until morning, and filled my-slumbers 
with visions of waterspouts, cataracts, 
fountains, jete d’eau of immense dimen- 
sions, etc. etc. 

When I atose in the morning, clouds 
of vapour seemed like a dense fog to 
overbang the springs, from which fre- 
qnent reports or explosions of different 
loudness, constantly assailed our ears. I 
immediately proceeded to inspect them, 
and might have exclaimed with the Queen 
of Sheba, when their full reality of di- 
mensions and novelty burst upon my 
view, ‘*the Lalf was not told me.” 


From the surface of a rocky plain or 
table, burst forth columns of water, of 
various dimensions, projected high in the 
air, accompanied by loud explosions, and 
sulphurous vapours, which were highly 
disagreeable to the smell. The rock 
from which these springs burst forth, was 
calcareous, and probably extends some 
distance from them, beneath the soil.— 
The largest of these wonderfr! fountains, 
projects a Column of boiling water sever- 
al feet in diameter, to the height of more 
than one hundred and fifty leet, in my 
opinion; but the party of Alvarez, who 
discovered it, persist in declaring that it 
could not be less than four times that dis- 
tance in height— accompanied with a 
tremendous noise. ‘These explosions 
and discharges occur at intervals of about 
twohours. After having witnessed three 
of them, I ventured near enough to put 
my hand into the water of its basin, but 
withdrew it instantly, for the heat of the 
water in this immense chauldron, was al- 
together too great for my comfort; and 
the agitation of the water, the disagreea- 
ble etfiuvium continually exuding, and the 
hollow unearthiy rumbling under the 
rock on which | stood, so ill accorded 
with my notions of persoral salety, that 
I retreated back prepgpitately, to a re- 
spectful distance. “The Indians, who 
were with me, were quite appalled, and 
could not by any means be induced to 
approach them. They seemed astonish- 
ed at my presumption, in advancing up 
to the large one, and when | safely re- 
turned, congratulated me on my 
row escape.” ‘They believed them to be 
supernatural, and supposed them to be 
the production of the Evil-Spirit. One 
of them remarked that hell, of which he 
had heard from the whites, must be in 
that vicinity. The diameter of the basin 
into which the waters of the largest jet 
principally fall, ahd from the centre of 
which, through a hole im the rock of a~ 
bout nine or ten feet in diameter, the wa~ 
ter spouts upas abuve related, may be 
about ‘hirty feet. There are many oth- 
er smaller fountains, that did not throw 
their waters up so high, but oceured at 
In some instances, 
the volumes were projected obliquely up-~ 
wurds, and fell into the neighboring foun- 
tains, cr of the rock or prairie. But 
their ascent was generally perpendicular, 
falling in and about their own basins or 
apertura’. ‘These wonderful productions 
of nature, are situated near the centre of 
a small valley, surrounded by pine- 


ned hills, through which a small 
questions were generally followed by « string of 


fork of the Madison flows.” 


«@ From several trappérs who had recent- 


ly ppturned from the Yellow Stone, I re-

ceived an account of boiling springs, that 
differ from those seen on Salt river only 
in magnitude, being ona vasily larger 
scale; some of their canoes are from 
twenty tothirty feet high, and forty to 

y peces in circumference. ‘Those 


.which have ceased to emit boling, va- 


pour, &c., of which there were several, 
are full of shelving cavities, even some 
fathoms in extent, which give. them, in- 
side, an appearance of honry-comb.— 
The ground for several acres extent in 
vicinity of the springs is evidently hollow, 
and constantly exhales a hot steam or 
vapour of disugreeable odour, anda char- . 
acter entirely to prevent vegetation.— 
They are situated in the valley at the 
head of that river, near the lake, which 
constitutes its source. 

A short distance from these springs, 
near the margin of the lake, there is one 
quite different from any yet described, — 
It is of a circular form, several feet in 
diameter, clear, cold and pure; the bot- 
tom appears visible to the eye and scems 
seven or eight feet below the surface of 
the earth or water, yet it has been sound- 
ed with a lodge pole fifteen feet in length, 

ithout meeting any resistance. What 
IS most singular with respect to tais foun- 
tain, is the fact that at regular intervals 
of about two minutes, body or columa 
of water bursts up tothe heigth of eight 
feet, with an explosion as loud as the re- 
port of a musket, and then falls back into 
it} for a few seconds the water is roiley, 
but it speedily settles, and becomes trans- 
parent as before the efluxion. A slight 
tremulous motion of the water and a low 
rumbling sound from the caverns beneath, 
precede each explosion. This spring 
was believed to be connected with the 
lake by some subterranean passage, but 
the cause of its periodical cruptions or 
discharges, is entirely unknown. I have 
never before heard of a cold spring, 
whose waters exibit the phenomena of 
periodical explosive propulsion, in form 
ofajet. ‘The geysers of Iceland, and the 
various other Luropean springs, the wa- 
ters of which are projected upwards, with 
violence and uniformity, as well as those 
seen on the head waters of the Madison, 
are invariably hot.

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THE ARREST. 

On Monday last. Gen. Joseph Smith was 
arrested upon a requisition of Gov. Carlin, as 
the officers stated, in accordance with a process 
from Gov. Reynolds of Missouri, upon the affi- 
davit of Ex-Governor Boggs, complaining of 
the said Smith as ‘being an accessory before the 
fact, to an assault with an intent to kill, made 
by one O. P. Rockwell on Lilburn W. Moggs,’ 
on the mght of the sixth of May A. D. 1842. Mr. 
Rockwell was arrested at the same time as prin- 
cipal. There was no evasionofthe officers, tho’ 
the Municipal court issued a writ of habeas cor- 
pus according to the constitution of the State, 
article 8, anc section 13. ‘This writ demanded

THE BOUNDARY QUESTION--THE 
NEGOTIATIONS IN RELATION 
THERETO. 


It is understood that the negotiations 
between the agents of this government 
and those of Great Britain, are about 
drawing toaclose. The final proposi-~ 
tion for the settlement of the boundary 
question has been made, and a decision is 
antic:pated in the course of the present 
week. ‘The terms under consideration 
are of such a character as to render the 
result extremely doubtful. Hopes are 
still entertained that the matter may be 
satisfactorily arranged, but these hopes 
are dashed with very serious apprehen- 
sions. 

The prevailing opinion seems to be that 
no settlement will now take place, and 
that arbitration will no doubt, and that 
arbitration will no doubt be resorted to 
again. There can be no danger of a 
rupture with Great Britain or this point 
of difference, although a fruitless attempt 
to adjust it will exasperate the difficulties 
and produce some irritation on both sides. 

Injustice has been done to Mr. Preble, 
one of the Maine commissioners, by some 
of the papers. The agency of this gen- 
tleman in procutiug the non-conturrence 
of this government in the award of the 
King of the Netherlands—a more desi- 
rable arramgement, by the way, than we 


shall be able to effect—led to the belies 
that he might resist an adjustment; but jr 
is said, and from good authority, that Mr. 
Preble has been as anxious to conclude 
treaty as any of his associates, and thar 
he has labored with as much earnestness 
as any of them in accomplishing a resyh 
so much to be desired. | 

In the mean time we are informed, from 


official sources, that nothing can be done, 


until the special messenger, Major Cook, 
sent out by Lord Ashburton, on the Is 
of July returns with further instructions 
for his lordship. 

In connection with this matter, the Ay. 
gusta Age is of opinion, in respect to the 
North Eastern Boundery, that ‘no agree. 
ment can be consummated, upon the 
terms and conditions expressed by the 
Legislature of Maine, during their late 
Extra Session, and which terms and con, 
ditions are the only one Maine can ho. 
orably accept.’ On the other hand, th 
New Brunswicker, published at St. John, 
announces the return to that Province, 
of the Hon. Charles Simmons, one of the 
Commissioners relative to the Northern 
Boundary, and adds that his associates 
would return in a few days. It further 
says, that had not commissioners been 
sent:o represent New Brunswick, ‘a sad 
blow might have beeu given to the inter- 
ests of the Province.’ 

From all these facts, we come to the 
conclusion that a satisfactery settlement 
of this vexed question is very problemat- 
ical.—[N. ¥. Herald.

way by the flood. In all the plantations 
boarding on James River there must be 
more or less injury sustained. 

The Richmond Whig of Monday 
says:— 

‘The Lynchburg Mail due Saturday, 
arrived last evening. It brought neither 
letters nor papers, but we learn from the 
driver, generally, that the destruction 
from the upper end of Ruckingham to 
Lynchburg, and South tw Dan River, 
is as great as our worst fears portend.— 
All the crops on the tributaries of the 
Appomattox and the James are swept-— 
as are also the bridges, mill dams, &c.— 
The Canal near Lynchburg is a wreck. 
Never was so great a fal] of water in so 
short a time (some 10 hours) known. 

A letter from Goochland says: — 

**At the best, the loss will be immense. 
1 have not the statistics to estimate it, 
but others calculate the loss of wheat 
alone, between Richmond and Lynch- 
burg, at 300,000 bushels. ‘Taking this 
immediate neighborhood as the index, it 
cannot well be less.

mont, 11; Massachusetts, 185; Rhode Is- 
land, 27; Connecticut, 67; total 315.— 
These consume, when running, very 
neafly 31,500 Ibs. of wool a day, or 9, 
765,000 lbs. per annum. 

The number of sets of machinery in 
the other manutacturing States, out of 
New England, which are now useless, 
according to the same ratio, is as follows: 
In New York, 215 sets; New Jersey, 
12; Pensylvania 42; Delaware, 7: Ohio, 
15; Kentucky and Tonnessee, 12—total, 
310; which consume 9,300,000 lbs. of 
wool. This amount. with that named 
above, is 19,065,00 Ibf. which is half the 
whole products of the country.

“Ina hurried note, | this morning, we announced 
the destruction of a building in the northern 
part of this city‘known as ‘Dublin Casile,’ and 
that a child perished in the fames. We have 
since learned that it was a boy, son of Ja 
Halladen, aged two ye There were seve! 


fe females severely injured escaping from the 


flames—one with a broken arm, another with a 
fractured lég, and the third with her back severe- 
ly injured if not broken. There were but few 
men at home, being mostly absent i in the count- 
ry harvesting; some that were there, sustained 
more or less i injury. A man moved there the 
evening previous, who had 60 ‘sovereigns and 
a gold watch, all of which he lost—himeelf es- 
caping by leaping from a window, at the ex- 
pense of a severe contusion of the head. | A wo- 
man escaped by jumping from a window i in the 
upper story. 

This building, though not the subject of any 
legendary ta'e, has long been noted for the 
anjount of human life it sheltered.

May, 1795. This addition of two stars 
and twostripes tothe flag was owing to 
the admission of Vermont and Kentucky 
into the Union, the former on the 4th of 
March, 1791—the latter on the Ist of 
June, 1792. 

By another act of Congress in 1812, 
(we believe) it was provided that on and 
after the following fourth of July, the 
flag of the United States should consist of 
thirteen horizontal stripes, ard the Union 
be composed of twenty stars. The same 
act also provided, that on the admission 
of every new State into the Union, one 
stir should be added to the flag—which 
addition should take effect'on the fourth 
of July then next, succeeding such admis- 
sion. Of course the present fiag of the 
United States consists of thirteen stripes 
and twenty-six stars: By this regulation 
the stripes represent the number of States 
by whose valor and resources American 
Independence was archieved —while the 
additional stars mark the increase of the 
States since the adoption of the present 
Constitution. —Boston Jour. 


Quite a Guost Srory,--The Concord 
Statesman publishes a singular story, re- 
lated by <wo persons under oath, of a con- 
fession recently made by a person named 
Samuel Mann, of Benton, N. H., while 
on his death bed of: having aided, 40 
years ago, in the commission of murs

on the night of his death, and the most res 
markable part of their story is, that be- 
fore the confession, a strange man sud-.

The crowd around 
the house had by this time greatly increased,and 
were fired upon by three or four of the Germans, 
from thejsecond story windows. 

- The city Marshall with hiv posse, now enter- 
ed the house ‘to secure \the rioters, when the 
Lieutenant recommended his company to ‘form 
a hne,’ buckle on their rapiers, and not surren- 
der: while one remained alive to defend the 
house. The crowd now commenced throwing

GREAT ‘MOB IN PHILADELPHIA— 


A CHURCH, HALL AND HOUSES 


‘ BURNED. 

The most serious riot ever disgraced 
Philadelphia broke out in that city on the 
lst.instant, and had not terminated at our 
latest accounts. The origin of this riot, 
grew outof a disturbance between the 
colored pe sple and the whites, on the oc- 
casion of a temperance procession by the 
former, who chose this day, being the an- 


niversary, of the Abolition of Slavery in.

al particulars: 

Yesterday morning there were arrange- 
ments for a procession by the colored 
people attached to an association called 
the Moyamensing ‘Temperance Society. 


‘In Shippen, between Fifth and Sixth 
streets, a disturbarice arose, huw caused 
we could not ascertain, but understood 
that it was the result of some interfer-~ 
ence with the procession by boys or lads. 
This led to further violence, and a dis~ 
turbance was caused, which called for 
the interference of the police. Several 
arrests were made, and the violators of 
the peace were conveyed to the Mayor's 
office. The Mayor proceeded at once to 
increase his establishment, by 
in a large number of policemen, an 
sending them, w:th proper badges, to the 
place of disturbance. Meantime, the ri- 
oters were assaulting the houses of the 
blacks in the vicinity of Lombard street, 
between Fifth and Eighth, where are nuv- 
merous smull alleys and courts, and -in 
which a vast number of blacks reside. 
Their windows were beaten in, doors 
knocked to pieces, and other injuries com- 
mitted. 

About half past 4 o ’clock, one or two 
blacks rushed from a small house ir a 
place called. Bradford alley, a court ex- 


\énding west from Seve paral- 
‘Yel"With, “and north “of St. Mav's street, 


and discharged a gun ata crowd of boys. 
One was so severely injured that it was 


stated that he was cead. Another we 


saw with his leg considerably injured. 


The act brought a considerable num- 


ber of persons together, and a rush was 
made upon the house intu which the 
blacks retreated. One, charged with be-~ 
ing concerned in the act, was seized and 
dragged out, and a violent blow given him 
which cut open his head. Colonel Mc- 
Cahen seized hold of the wretched man, 
and with aid of one or two other persons, 
bore him off from his assailants. 

Another of the number was, we under~ 
stand, beaten so that his recovery is 
doubtful. 

The third fled into the upper room of 
the house, where he was beset by a num- 
ber of men, who broke open the windows 
and split down one or two doors. The 
black attempted to escape by the roof, 
but no sooner did he show his head above 
the scuttle, than he was pelted with brick- 
bats. Meantime, several persons attempt- 
ed to save him from the vengeance of the 
pos who were pursuing him as hotly. 

‘ortuvately, Mr. Harman Yerkes, one 
of the City Police, arrived, and though in- 
formed that the man was armed, proceed- 
ed into the chamber and took him. 


In bringing him into the court, a man 
struck him-with a ‘large piece of board, 
and others attempted a rescue. Yerkes 


- held on to the. mau, and ordered that his 


assailant should be arrested. Another 
person took the otner side of the man, 
and they proceeded towards Seventh 
street. Here the crowd was perfectly 
dense, and seemed determined to take 
vengeance on the black. Yerkes pushed 
forward though certainly suffering very 


much, ashe could scarcely fail of receiv- 
ing a portion of the blows intended for 


the prisoner; and his able assistant must 
also have shared in the evils. 


They crossed Washington Square; but 


the mob headed them at the northeast 
gate, and beat the black most awfully.

It is understood that this building . was. 


erected at the cost of a wealthy negro 
man, residing on Lombard between 8th 


and 9th streets, and in the lumber busi- 


ness; but the impression was that it had 
been erected for the purposes of Abolition 
associations, and therefore i it was doomed 
to destruction. 


At about a quarter b before nine atelocks 
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an alarm of fire was given on the spot; 
but no firo was perceptib® to those a~ 
round the building. The flames shortly, 
however, made their appearance in tho 
rear of the building, and in a short time 
the whole mass was completely enwrap~ 
ped in flames. 


We have n*ver seen—and our experi. 
ence reaches to many years back—so 
great destruction in so little time. Short- 
ly after the falling inof the roof, the eas- 
tern side wall came down crushing com- 
pletely a two storied brick building at its 
side. Then the front wall fell into the 
street to the depth of the two stories- 


While this building was burning, an at- 
tack was made upon the gates uf a meet~ 
ing house on St. Mary below Seventh 
street. Fhe mob obtained entrance; but 
in this case, as in the other, no incendia- 
rism was perceptible. The flame at first 
faintly glimmered on the peak of the roof, 
and the general impression was that the 
fire hed originated from flakes falling 

from the building burning to the north- 
ward. - | | 

On neither of these buildings did the 

firemen throw-any water; but their effort 


and success in saving the surrounding ten- 


ements were as greatas is usually the 
Hatr past TWELVE o’cLock.—We have 
just left the scene—all is quiet. 
The Philadelphia correspondent of the 


Baltimore American, writing at 4 o'clock, 
P. M., of the 2d inst., says: 


‘T regret to state that about noon to-day 
another disturbance commenced on the 


Schuylkill, which has continued to in- 


crease to such an extent that the first 
brigade of volunteers have been ordered 
out, are now under arms. The rioters 
almest all of them men, and are very 
numerous, and the aspect of affairs is far 
more threatening than yesterday. The 
number of rioters is between 800 and 900 
persons. Ataspecial meeting of the Ci- 
ty Council to-day, the sum of $5000 was 
placed at*the disposition of the Mayor to 
quell the disturbance. We fear great 
additional troubles to-night. 


The Editor of the United States Ga- 
zette, remarking upon the proceedings of 
the day and night of the Ist, says: 

‘Our reporters have, we believe, gath- 
ered up what particulars they could of the 
most disgraceful riot in our city yester- 
day. e sawa portion of the misdo- 
ings, to which reference is made in the 
report, and we certainly never saw men 
so ferocious as were those who beset the 
blacks after the gun had been discharged 
at the white boys. And the increase of 
the constabulary force seemed only to 
add fuel to the flames. And so bold did 
the mob become, that the Mayor himself, 
while heading his police, was violent by 
assulted. 

We have reason to believe that all 
which was in the power of the Mayor 
was effected. The places of assault were 
so numerous and distant from each other, 
that it broke up the police force, and the 
arrest of a white man, or the rescue of a 
black, Grew so many upon the officer that 
large aid was required to enable the con- 
stables to convey a person to the police 
_ office; and in many instances, rescues of 
the whites were made. 


‘The loss of property is considerable, 
and serious apprehensions were entertain> 
ed for the safety of several of the church- 
es belonging to the blacks, and also fora 
hall nearly completed in Lombard street. 


There is no language too severe for 
censure upon those who have disgraced 
our community, and no punishment too 
severe for those who have committed the 
violence to which we have referred.

THR WASP. 
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Recent ATTEMPT TO ARREST THE PROPH- 


ET. 
_ Most of our readers are doubtless a- 
ware that a recent attempt has been made 
by the Executive of this state to arrest Joe 
Smith, and ©, P. Rockwell in obedience 
to the requisition of the Govenor of Mis-~ 
souri. The charges upon which this re- 
quisition was founded, are those preferred 
by General Bennett, viz. that Smith was 
accessory & Rockwell principal in the 
recent attempt on the life of Governor 


Boggs. 


‘he warrent was not placed in the 
hands of the officer until the latter part 
of last week; but whether there was any 
political manoevering, as is rumored, 
whereby the warrant was shifted off until . 
the election we cannot say. 

The officer charged with the arrest 
passed through tkis place on last Saturday 
accompanied by three or four men.— 
They gave out that they were in search 
of runaway negroes; and in leaving the 
town took such a circuitous route as to 
prevent any suspicions of their real des- 
tination or design. On Monday they with- 
out difficulty arrested Smith and Rock- 
well, but the prisoners were immediately 
brought before the municipal court of 
Nauvoo, on habeas corpus and discharg- 
ed. The officers however insisted that 
the Municipal Court had no power in that 
case to grant the writ, and that the ordi- 
nance under which it was granted was of 
no effect. Smith on the other hand insis- 
ted that the writ should be returned to the 
Governor with the endorsement, that they 
had been discharged by the City Court, 
refusing to go with the officer unless this 
were done; and pledging himself to be 
forthcoming if the Governor should again 
send for him. The officer seeing no 
hope of being able to take Smith, against 
his will, returned to Quincy; but the 
Governor immediately despatched him 


back to Nauvoo, with instructions to take » 


Smith at all hazards. In the mean time 
Judge Ralston had been sent for by 


‘Smith; who arrived at Nauvoo previous 


to the return of the offizer. If rumor is 


correct he advised Smith to secrete him- 
' self, as his case was a desperate one.— 


Accordingly when the warrant arrived 
again in the city, Smith and Rockwell 
were among the missing. Thus ends 
the chapter. 

Our citizens were in hopes that the 
scamp would be taken or else make open 
resistance; no termination of the affair 
could be less satisfactory than the one 
which has taken place. If he had resist- 
ed, we should have had the sport of driv- 
ing him and his worthy clan out of the 
State en masse, but as it is we are mortis 
fied thut there is not efficacy in the law 
to bring such a scamp to justice.

Bunker Hill Monument finished.—The 
cap stone of the Bunker Hill Monument 
was laid on the 23d of July, which com- 
pletes this magnificent work that was 
commenced seventeen years ago. This 
stone was laid in the presence of the Di- 
rectors of the Monument Association, and 
a .nnmber of citizens. As the clock 
struck six,a signal gun was fired by the 
Charlestown artillery; and the steam 
power for raising-the stone was immedi- 
ately applied. One of the superintend- 
ants went up on the stone which bore al- 
so. the American flag. In sixteen min- 
utes the stone reache:! the top of the Mon- 
ument, and was laid in cement, when a 
national salute announced that the Mon~ 
ument was finished. The corner stone 
of this Monument was laid on the 17th 
of June, 1825, the unniversary of the 
battle, in presence of Lafayette, at the 
time of his lust visit to this country, and 
a large number of revolutionary soldiers, 
with a great concourse of citizens.—Ez.

twenty cents; uver 500 miles twenty-five 

. Another important provision in the Bill, 
is the regulation of newspaper postage. 
All newspapers are to be subjected to let- 
ter postage except those sent directly 
from the office of the publisher. The 
ize of newspapers is also limited. All 
pewspapers exceeding are 
jected to an extra postage of one cent for 
dvery. five square inches, beyond the spe- 
cified limitation.

A large number of stores and 
warehouses out of the businers section of the 
city are either shot up or are to let for a very 
inconsiderab e sum; and in some of our greatest 
thoroughfares, some of the finest stores are clos- 
ed up; third, fourth, and filth rate stores were 
never so empty or £0 deficient to rent as at the 
present time. For several months past, there 
have been every few days more or iezs failures, 
and very recently there has been some who for 
years stood high as men in credit and capital. — 
Although there has been no sudden fall of goods 
or produce, nor any great revuisien of trade or 
commerne, yet there has been a gradual 
in all branches of business. 

‘In the great mechanical and manufecturing 
branches th: re has been a genera! prostration.— 
In the great branch of mechan cai trade, build- 
ing, what a change! During the spring and 
summer not a fourth of the usual number of 
stores and houses have been put up, a vast num- 
ber of mechanics and laborers have been thrown 
out of employ, and at this time leborers are 
receiving sixty-two and a half centsa day; a 
mere pittance when men are obliged to find 
themselves. Nor is this all, the prospect for 
the fall and winter was never worse, nor is 
there any prospect or premise that there will be 
any considerable nurpber of bui dings put op this 
year. A number of our most enterprising mas- 
ter builders have recently been compelied to 
make a-signments and to make arrangements 
for the bankrupt act. A large number of sail 
makers, carpenters and various a are 
throwa out ofemploy. 

“The great shipping interest, which of 
vast importance to the country and particuler- 
ly to this city, is ia as bad a state! as we have 
known it: for years; the greet ‘mass of large 
freighting vessels are who.ly unemployed, and 
are tied up dismantled, at the wharves in the 
city and Brook! yn. We believe there is but 
one ship of any magnitude building in the nu-

Latest From Froriwa.—More Mur- 


_ders.—~Notwhithstanding the official or- 


der announcing ‘the close of the Flor- 
ida War, by Col. Worth, we still have 
accounts of bloody murders. ~The 
Tallahassee Sentinel of the 16th inst. 
gives the following details of the 
movements of a party of Indians:— 

On Thursday morning the 11th in- 
stant, Messrs. Takin Sandwich, James 
MeMillen, H. Sessions’ Sr., David 
Rowell and a Mr. Pindar, of Jeffer- 
son county, were out hunting, when 
they were attacked by about 40 Creek 
Indians who were lying in ambush. 
Sandwich and Rowell, who were sep- 
arated from the others and awalting 
their arrival, were first fired upon, 
one killed on the spot—the other 
though badly wounded made his es- 
cape and gave the alarm. ‘The other 
three, unconscious ofthe fate of their 
comrades, on approaching the spot of 
danger, were fired upon and all woun- 
ded. Messrs. McMillan and Ses- 
sions escaped, but Pimdar was over- 
taken and his brains beatout. 

The Indians then proceeded to the 
house of M. H. Womble, killed a Mr. 
Kennedy and one negro, and wound- 
ed two others, one of whom has since 
died. 
Col. W. J. Bailey, with tén or fif- 
teen men, attacked them near the 
Gum Swamp, 'on the afternoon of the 
same day. The Indians made a vig- 
orous resistence, and on the’ first fire 
wounded severely three of our men. 
The Whites were shortly reinforced 
by ten or fifteen horsemen, when the 
enemy were driven into the swamp 
with some loss on both sides, Six 
whites were wounded, one of .whom, 
Mr. Walter’ Blackburn, we regret to 


learn, has since died. Mr.*McMillar 


was also feared, would aot recover. 
The Indians plundered. the house of 
Mr. Ham, and burned that of Mr. 
Sandwich. .

PROTEST OF THE PRESIDENT. 
To the House of Representatives: 
+ By the Constitution of the U. S. it is 
provided that “every bill -vhich shall 
have passed the House of Kepresentatives 
and the Senate, shall, before it become a 
law, be presented to the President of the 
U. S.; ifhe approve he sign it, 
but if Nor he swat return it. with his 
ob;ections, to that House in.which it orig: 
inated, who shall enter the objections at 
large upon the journel, and, proceed io 
reconsider it.”’ 

In strict compliance with the positive 
obligation thus’ imposed upon me by the 
Constitution, not having been able to 
bring myself to approve a bill which orig- 
inated in the House of Representatives, 
entitled **An act to provide revenue from 
imports, and to change and modify exist- 
ing laws, imposing duties on imports, and 
for other purposes.”’ 1 returned the same 
to the House with my objections to its be- 
coming a law. ‘These objections, which 
had entirely satisfied my own mind of 
the great impolicy, if not the unconstitu~ 
tionality, of the measure, were presented 
in the most respectful, and even deferen~ 
tialterms. | would not have been so far 
forgetful of what was due from one de-' 
partment of the government to another, 
as to havé intentionally employed, in my 
official intercourse with the House, any 
language that could be, in the slightest 
degree, oflensive to those to whom it was 
addressed. If in assigning my objections 
to the bill, 1 had so far forgotten what 
was due to the House of Representatives 
as-to impugn:its motives in passing the

FOURTEEN DAYS LATER FROM 
EUROPE, 

The steamship Great Western arrived at 
New York about 10 o’clock on Saturday night, 
having sailed from Liverpool on the 3d inst.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


Another cloud has lowered over the 
brilliancy of the British arms. By the 
arrival of papers from the Cape of Good 
Hepe, to the 18th of June, we learn from 
the official report of the commanding of- 
ficer of the British troops at. port Natal, 
that the detachment despatched from the 
Cap eto suppress the outrages of the 
Boers of that settlement, has been defeat- 
ed with considerable loss. Captain Smith 
of the 27th regirrent, the officer comman- 
ding. determined to attack the camp of the 


Boers at Congelia, where they had collec- . 


ted in great force. 

The insignificance of the detachment. 
however, as compared with the force to 
which it was opposed, and the non-arrival 
of the boat containing an howitzer and an 
artillery officer in time, compelled Captain 
Smith to make the attempt under great 
disadvantages. These, added to other 
casualties, compelled the British detach- 
ment to retire with considerable loss.— 
The Dutch encampment was 6,000 strong 
when the troops arrived, and afterwards 
obtained a reinforcement of 200 men.— 
The Boers are said to be able to muster 
3,000. .The detachment at the ¢disposal 
of Captain Smith consisted only of one 
subaltern, and 17 privates of the royal 
artillery; 1 subaltern, 1 sergent, and 2 
privates, of the royal sappers; 2 captains, 
2 subalterns, 5 sergents, and 100 rank 
and file of the 27th regiment; and 2 
mounted orderlies of the Cape Rifles.—- 
that Lieutenant 
Wyatt, R. A., was killed, and the two 
captains of the 27th severely wounded. 

Tae Wanperinc Jew.—This is a vulgar er- 
ror of considerable antiquity. Dr. Percy tells 
us that it obtained full credit in this part of the 
world before the year 1223, as we learn from 
Matthew Paris.

The archbish- 
op answered that the fact was true; and after- 
wards one of his train, who was well known to 
a servant ofthe Abbott’s, interpreting his mas- 
ter’s words, told them in French that his lord 
knew the person they spoke of very well; that 
he dined at his table but a little while before he 
left the East: that he had been Pontius Pilate’s 
porter, by name Cartaphilus, who, when they 
were dragging Jesus out of the judgment hall, 
struck him on the back, saying, ‘*Go faster, Je- 
sus; go faster; why dost thou linger!” Unon 
which Jesus looked at him with e frown, and 
said, ‘I indeed am going, but thou shalt tarry 
till Icome.”» Soon after, he was converted, and 
baptized by the name of Joseph. He lives for- 
ever; but at the end of every hundred years falls 
into an illness, and at length into a fit of ecsta- 
cy, out of which when he recovers, he returns 
to the same state of youth he wasin when Jesus 
‘suffered, being then about thirty years of age. 


‘He remembers all the circumstances of the 


death and resurrection of Christ, the saints that 
arose with him, the composing of the Apvetle’s 


creed, their ptea¢hing and dispersion, and is 
himself a very graye and holy person. This is 
the substance of Matthew Paris’ account, who 
was himself a monk of St. Alban’s, and was 
living at thetime when this Armenian Biehop 
made the above re!ation.

ring the evening a party of there scouls were 


met by the weavers. who (red upon the defend- 


ers of the borough and wounded two or three 
of their number; the fire was retumed, when the

ly given. The feare and imagination of the 
scouling party séts it down at between two and 
three hundred persons. Others think tle num- 
ber did not excted fifly or sixty persons—al) of 
whom, however were armed—sowe with musk- 
eta, and others with clubs. The cause of this 
outrageous attempt is said to be because, in 
Mr. Kempton‘s mill, with the sid of a machine- 
ry, one woman can do ag much work, turn out

reduced to ashes, a few articles of fturni- 
ture only being saved. In the struggle 
for their lives the old lady and her gi aud- 
son mude their way into the yard, where 
the horrid butchery was consummated; 
and when our informant passed, their 
mangled bodies were then lyiig a most 
shocking and appalling spectacle. Many 
of the neighbors, attracted by the fire, 
soon collecied to the spot, and found the 
mulatto just making off from the scene 
of his otrocities. Severn! went in pur- 
suit, and when overtaken, he turned up- 
on them with the most desperate demon- 
strations. One of the gentiemer, having 
u small shot gun, fired upow the villain 
when within a few feet of Lim, rushing 
back at him with the most violent dariug.

Henry Sanson, who died in Paris not long

Having never 
been himself a politician, he maniged the 
guillotine for both vores during the peri- 
od when the fearful engine was i con- 
stant requisition by successful partisans.

After the flash has been seen, the peal 
of thunder is heard: and this will be 
more or fewer seconds after the peal, in 
proportion to'the distance of the thunder 
cloud from the ear. Lightning traverses 
any space without any perceivable suc~ 
tession of time; nothing seems to be an’ 
obstacle to its progress. A multitude of 
ape taking hands, the first and the 
ast connected with electric machines, all 
feel the shock in the ‘same instant: and - 
were there a chain as a conductor to 
around the globe, the fast would feel the 
shork'in the same moment as the first. 
But as'sound depends on the indulations 
of the air for its propagation, and is 
known to travel at the rate of only 1142 
feet a second; consequently if the flask 
were only 1142 feet from the spectator, 
it would be seen in’ one second, or one 
swing of the pendulum, before the sound 
could reach the ear, though the clap and 
the flash take place at the same instant,

“UNION OF THE ATLANTIC AND 


PACIFIC. 

The company chartered by the govern- 
ment of New Grenada to construct a 
ship canal connecting the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans have completed theif sur- 
veys, made a road over the Isthmus, and 
are proceeding to make the canal; An 
authentic account in the Cincinnati Chron- 
icle says: | 

The company having pro- 
visional or temporary road from the bay 
of Charera on the Pacific to the town of 
Chagres on the Atlantic ocean, is uot 6n- 
ly freed from the necessity of requiring 
additional time, but the republic of New 
Grenada could net refuse it without vio- 
lating ite nt since the compa- 
ny have cemplet 
en the expiratien of the time limited for 
the construction of any communication 
whatever. Besides this, it has caused the 
whole country through which the project 
canal is to pass, as well as all the'rivers 
and water courses which must contribute 
to it, to be thoroughly explored. , 

These explorations, conducted with 
reat talent by the engineer, Morel, have 
emonstrated that the Isthmus of Panama, 
inatead of being a ridge of rocks, as ma~ 
ny geographers have described it, is, on 
the contrary, a valley from four to thir- 


teen miles in width, and scattered over’ 


with conical heights‘of from 20 to 60 feet 
elevation, which, oh the east and west, 
rest upon low chains varying from 110 
to 415 feet in height. Among these small 
conical heights, wind in all directions va- 
rious streams tnd rivers. which destend 


‘unite in two principal channels. The 
one, which is the river Chagres, throws 
itself into the Caribbean Sea; the other, 
called the Rio Grande, flows towards the 
Pacific ocean, The dividing country be- 
tween these rivers has an elevation of 
only 37 feet above the highest known 
level of the sea, or of 64 feet above low 
tides, the flood. tides sometimes attaining a 
height of 27 feet. 
he excavation or cutting necessary 
to unite the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
by means of the river Vino Tinto, Ber- 
nerdino, and Fazfan, is only twelve miles 
and a half; the fall will be regulated by 
four double locks of 188 feet in length. 
The whole of the projected canal will be 
49 miles in length, 186 feet in breadth 
at the surface of the water, and 565 feet 
at the bottom, 20 feet in depth, and will 
be navigable for vessels of from 1,000 to 
1,400 tons. All the rivers which are to 
serve as parts in the canal have, at the 
lowest water, a depth varying from 8 to 
15 feet; they will be swept and excava- 
ted to a depth of 20 feet, and kept at that 
depth by means of two guard-locks. The 
country through which the canal will pass 
presents a clayish and coaly soil, with no 
rock except at the mouth of the Chagres, 
where the formation is so slaty that it 
resent no obstacle. 
Although the construction of the canal 
of the Panama will require no purchases 
of land and no outlay for stone, lime, or 
cement, all which materials are to be 
found on the spot, still the company has 
not hesitated to estimate its cost at the 
highest rates of RPO such works, 
as those, for example. of the Caledonian 
canal of Scotland, and the Louisville ca- 
nal,—the rate of 352,900 francs, or 
about $66,157 per mile; so that the 42 
miles of canal, properly so called, will 
cost 14,821,800 francs, or about $2,778,-

OLD LAWS OF VIRGINTA. 

The following are extracted. from an 
old collection of the laws of Virginia. 
They appear to have been in force as 
late as the year 1733, in which year the 
‘Collection’ was published at Williams- 
burg. The first act in the book provides 
for the erection of a church or chapel of” 
ease in every parish. , 

‘Chapter XCI. Dioulgers of false 

news. (Passed 1661, 1662.) 

‘1. Wheroas, many idie and busy- 
headed people do forge and divulge false 
rumors and reports to the great disturb~ 
ance of the peace of his Majesty’s liege 
of this colony. 

‘2. Be it enacted, That what person or 
persons soever shall forego or divulge 
any such false reports tending to the 
trouble of the country. he shall ‘be by the 
next justice of the peace, sent for and 
bound over to the next county court, 
where, if he produce not his author, he 
shall be fined two thousand pounds of to- 
bacco; (or less, if the court think ‘fit to: 
lesset: it;) und besides, give bonds for his 
behaviopr, if it appear to the court that 
he did maliciously publish or invent it.’ 

The following are from the acts 
passed in 1668: 

‘Chapter II]. An act against persons 
that refuse to have their children baptized. 

Whereas, many schismatical persons, 
either out of averseness to the Ortho.jux 
established Religion, or out of the new 
fangled conceits of their own heretical in- 
vention, refuse to have their children 
baptized. | 

‘Be it therefore enacted by this pres- 
ent General Assembly anJ the authority 
thereof, That all and every person or 
persons, that, in contempt of the Divine 
Sacrament of Baptism, shall refuse, when 
he or they may carry his or their child, 
or children to a lawful minister in that 
county where-he or they dweil, to hive 
them baptised, shall be amerced iwo thou- 
sand pounds of tobacco; half to the parish 
—half to the infermer. oer 

‘Chapter V.—An act for the punish- 

ment of scandalous persons. 

‘1. Whereas, wany babbling women 
slander and scandalize their neighbors, 
for which their poor husbands are often 
involved in chargeable and vexatious suits 
and cast in great damages: © 

‘2, Be it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforesaid, That in actions of slan- 
der, occasioned by the wife, afier judg- 
ment passed for the damages, the woman 
shall be punished by ducking; and if the 
slandur be so enormous as to be adjudged 
at greater damages than five hundred 
pounds of tobacco, then the woman to 
suffer ducking for each five hundred 
pounds of tobacco adjudged against the 
husband, if he refuse to pay the tobacco.’ 

As an act was passed in 1705 for ‘the 
building and maintaining of prisons, pillo 
ries, Whipping posts,.stocks and ducking 
stools in every county,’ we may infer 
that this last quoted act was not suffered 
to remain a dead letter, and that occa- 
sionally the husbands of these ‘babbling 
women, were ungallant enough to ‘refuse 


to pay the tobacco.’—[Southern Literary

mest extraordinary exception, already 
mentioned, to the law of expansion by 
heat and contraction by cold, producing 
unspeakable benefits in nature—namely, 
in the case ‘of water. Water contracts, 
according to the law, only down to the 
temperature of forty degrees; while, 
from that to thirty-two degrees, which is 
its freezing .point, it. again dilates. A 
‘very curious consequence of this pecul- 
jarity is exhibited in the wells of the gia- 
ciers of Switzerland and elsewhere, that 
when once. a. pool shallow well on the ice 
-commences;“it goes on quickly deepe- 
ning itself, until it penetrates to the earth 
beneath. Supposing ‘the surface of the 
water originally to have nearly the tem~ 
‘peretare of the melting ice, or thirty-two 
degrees, but to be afterwards heated by 
the air and sun, instead of the water be- 
ing thereby dilated, or specifically high- 
er and detained at the surface, it becomes 
heavier the more nearly it is heated to 
forty degrees, and therefore sinks down 
to the bottom of the pit, or well; but 
there, by dissolving some. of the ice, and 
being Consequently cooled, it is again 
rendered lighter, and rises, to be heated 
as before-again to descend; and~ circula- 
tion and digging cannot cease unti] the 
water has bored its way quite through.—

Second, 
He must be a fugative from justice; in 
other words he must have been in the 
State when and’ where’ the’ ¢rime was 
committed ‘and have fled from that State 
to evade being apprehendéd and tried for 
that crime.’ Third, Uniess he'is: in fact 
such a fugative from justice, the Govern: 
or has no power, by the laws or Constitu~ 
tion, to deliver him up. Fourth, If he is 
charged with being a fugative from Jjus- 
tice and the Governor cause'him to be ap- 
prehended on that charge; he has a right 
to sue outa Habeas pus and when 
brough: up on that writ he has the un- 
doubted right of showing that the Gover- 
nor has no Constitutional power to deliv~ 
er him up to another State; that he ‘has 
not ‘fled from justice into this State,’ and 
is not ‘such'a person as the Constitution 
authorises the to deliver up, and 
that it would be an excess of jurisdiction 
on the part of the Governor to deliver 
him up. The question to be examined 
into upon the ‘return of the Habeas Cor- 
pus would be a mere question of locality, 
the question would be, was Smith in this 
State or not at the time the crime was 
committed in Missouri? If he was in this 
State at that time, then he could not be 
a fugative from justice, from Missouri, 
in the sense of the Cotistitution, and ' the 
Governer would have no power to deliver 
him up. 

The argument that because Goy. Boges 
has made affidavit that Smith has fled 
from justice, his affidavit is to be taken 
as conclusive on that’ point, and that up- 
on the return of a Habeas Corpus, Smith 
would be precluded from coctroverting 
or showing the falsity of that’ affidavit, 
is too absurd to requre a serious answer. 

The liberties of the citizens of this State 
are not held on quite so feeble a tenure,

Early in the spring of 1812 the State 
Bank suffered its notes to depreciate more 
than one half upon their nominal vatue. 
This having occurred in the midst of a 
fiscul year, when the revenue of 1841 
was jurtly collected, it was necessiry to 
continue the reception of the residue of 


the taxiof that year in-thesamecurten 


cy. Hence, this paper became the only 
medium*of payment to public creditors. 
Judgés, and other officers of government, 
were obliged to take if at par for their 


salaries, and even the interest on the 


school fund could only be paid in’ this 
worthless currency. A fraud was thus 
unscrupulously committed, not upon the 
officers on'y, but upon all who performed 
services for the State, in the collection of 
revenue or otherwise, and even upon the 
very helplessness of infancy, by depriv- 
ing the children of our citizens of the 
means.of obtaining a common education. 
In addition to all this, the State sustained 
immense loss, in exhanging Auditor’s 
warrants, bearing interest it the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, for depreciated 
notes, which it was oflen necessary to 
dispose of. afterwards, at a discount of 
sixty per cent. to defray the incidental 
expenses of government’ The constitu- 
tion expressly prohibited the Legislature 
from re /ucing the salaries of the Judges. 
The object of this prohibition was to pru- 
serve the independence of the Judiciary. 


The Bank, however, found no difficulty | 


in reducing their salaries more than one 
halt’, and this too, whe» its own officers 
were receiving liberal salaries in gol: 
and silver. ‘The Legislature had direct- 
ed, that all the taxes when collected, 
should be paid oyer to the State Bank, 
and the Stite relied upon its ability and 
good fuith to defray the expenses of gov. 
ernment. This plan of making a bank- 
igg corporation, both the treasury and 
master of the State, was borrowed 
trom the federal! government, whose rev- 
enue tad been almost always controlled 
by banks, previous to the. introduction of 
the iadependent treasury. Heretofore, 
the collection of revenue rarely com- 
menced before the end of the curren: 
year,but it became manifest,that tax pay~ 
ers, would this season, hasten the pay- 
ment.of the revenue of 1842, io order to 
yin. depreciated. paper, before thé 
Dasisleiats could make any change in 
the system, The eflect of this would 
have,been. to place the whole revenue of 
oe present year in the vaults of the State 
k, beyond the reach, both of the Leg- 
and. the.

could give away. a year's revenue, when 
totally destitute «of credit or means to 
Carry,on the government. would subject 
itself to the imputation of insanity. Be- 
sides it was not difficult to foresee, that 
questions of immense magnitude would 
claim the’attention of the present Legis- 
lature. 

The disposition to be made of the pub- 
lic debt, as itis calculat:d to have a per- 
manent bearing on the character and 
destiny of our State, will call for the 
highest. exertion of public wisdom. It 
may be considered expedient to with- 
draw the State stock from the banks to 
appropriate the whole of the lands and 
public property owned by the State to the 
redemption of State bonds, and to estab- 
lish a sinking fund, to be applied some 
way. {fo the ultimate extinguishment of 
Another question of deep ititerest to 
the Siate,.is the. disposition to be tiade'6f 
the Canal. That magniticant work should 
be prosecuted to completion if possible. 
But how can any of these great objects 
be accomplished without revenue? And 
haw is revenue ever to be obtained if 
coilected in depreciated paper, and paid 
over to the State Bank? Itcannot be 
suid with propriety, that as the State is 
indebted to the Bank, it is bound to col-

As the largest stock- 
holder, the State, even according to bank 
practice, is entitled to a much larger 
standing accommodation, than the whole 
arnount of the debt claimed to be due from 
it. ‘This is upon the supposition that the 
State is indebted to the Bank; but the 
more likely supposition is, thal, upon a 
fulland final settlement, when all divi-: 
dends and arrears are fairly accounted: 
for, the Bank will fall considerably in 
debi tothe State. Under such circuin- 
stunces, t6 collect a vear’s revenue, and 
pay. it over to the Bank, at atime when 
the Stafe was in absolute want of means 
to carry on the government. The cons 
sequences of this policy would have been 
to compel the present Legislature, as it is” 
respcosible for the preservation of the 
government, to levy a new tax to save 
it from ‘nstantaneous dissolution. To 
prevent any such necessity, and the dis- 
tress that would ensue from it, we issued 
the proclamations before alluded to; the 
incidental effect of which was, as expect- 
ed, tu suspend the collection of the great- 
est part of the revenue of 1842, and its 
consequent payment to the State Bank. 
it 1s now subfect to the control of your 
honorable body. You can either contin- 
ué its collection in depreciated paper, at 
pur, Of at Specie value, or require pay- 
ment to be made in.some other medium. 
It will be perceived by reference to the 
proper estiniates, that the taxes of 1842, 
and the su¢ceeding year, will admit of a, 
recuction of about one half on the pres- 
ent rute. When thus reduced they can 
be easily collected in current funds and 
Auditor’s Warrants. This will create a 
demand for warrants, which will enhance 
their value and refider them au availa- 
ble resource to cirry on the government, 
until a sound currency obtains a general 
circulation, The warrants already out- 
standiog, and unredeemed are estimated 
at $28°'698 26.

armed with bows and arrows, their pos~

The most extraordinary ruin yet diss 
covered in Central America, is the ‘House

Among all the stupendous works of 
nuture, nota place can be more fitted for 
the exhibition of Almighty power.

‘The level surface of the 
very top, or pinnacle, is 60 feet square.

The 
ruins of the church and convent are still 
to be seen upon the mountain, to which, 
long before the convent below was built, 
monks and hermits used to retire and 
secluded from the world, sing the praises 
of God upon the chosen hill.

Telegraph seems to be no little troubled 
about the release of (what he is pleased 
to. call) the "Mormon Imposter.’ We 
quote the following:

J. Lamborn, the Attorney General, will

State; but from a candid examination of 
the law, 1 am satisfied the impostor, Jo 
Smith, will be discharged. He is clear- 
ly not a fugitive from justice within the 
intent and meaning of both the act of 
Congress and the constitution of the Uni- 


ted States. 


‘He was attended by a retinue of some 
fifteen or twenty of as fine looking men 
as my eyes ever beheld. My great as- 
tonishment is, how men possessing the 
intellectual faculties, refinement of edu~ 
cation, and cultivated minds, that most 
of his body guard apparently do, can be 
so outrageously blinded, and led captive 
by imposition, as they are by Jo Smith. 
As for Joe Smith, his demeanor as far as 
I could observe was by no means censur- 
able, und he apparently was as uncon- 
cerned as to what was passing around 
him, as though he was a perfect stanger 
to the whole proceedings.’ 

We should be pleased to know by what 
rule of interpretation the editor of the 
Telegraph finds out that Jo (Joseph) 
Smith is an impostor, for we can assure 
the gentleman that if he had taken a les- 
son from the Prophet, or had associated 
with those ‘intelligent gentlemen’ that 
accompanied him to Springfield, he would 
have been taught that it was a breach of 
the rules of polite etiquette; that it was a 
species of vulgarity, and low blackguard- 
ism, and that it was ruinous to the mor- 
al character of a gentleman professing to 
regulate the tone of miod,gra- 
tuitously to make use of such opprobious 
epithets without evidence, tesiimony, or 
proof. 

But as he has displayed his ignorance, 
rendered himself culpable, and at the 
same time acknowledged our intelligence, 
we may turn perceptor, and shew him by 
what rule we interpret such things; and 
if it is necessary that we sbould use the 
rod we think it might be useful at the 
present time, we would remind him 
of the saying of a wise man, that a ‘whip 
1s for the horse, a bridle for the ass, and 
a rod for the fool’s back.’

quences which may flow from an erroneous pre- 
cedent, affecting the lives and liberties of our 
citizens, have impelled the court to bestow upon 
it the mostanxious consideration. The able 


- arguments of the Counsel for the respective par- 


ties have been of great assistance in the exami- 
nation of the important question arising in this 
cause. 

When the patriots and wise men who framed 
our Constitution were in anxious deliberation to 


. form a perfect union among the states of the 


confederacy, two great sources of discord pre- 
sented themselves to their consideration: ‘the 
commerce between the States, and fugitives 
from justice and labor. The border collisions 


source of war and bloodshed, and most mes 
did the constitution confer upon the Nationa 
Government the regulation of those matters, 
because f its exemption from the excited ye 
sions awakened by conflicts between geigh bor 
ing States, and its ability alono to adopt a uni- 
form rule, and establish uniform laws among 
‘all the States in those cases. alg 


This case presents the important question ari- 
sing under the constitutiou and laws of the Uni- 
ted States, whether a citizen of the State of Il- 
limois can be transpérted from his own State to 
the State of Missouri, to be there tricd for a 
crime. which, ifthe ever committed, was com- 
mitted in the State of Illinois; whether he can 
be transported to Missouri, asa fugitive from 
justice, when he has never fled from that State. 

Joseph Smith is before the court on habeas 
corpus, directed to the Sheriff of Sangamon 
County State of Illinois. The retutn shows 
that he is in custody under a warrant from the 
Exccutive of Illinois, professedly issued in pur- 
suance of the constitution and laws of the Uni- 
ted States, and of the State of lilinois, ordering 
saidSmith to be delivered to the agent of the 
Executive of Missouri, who had demanded him 
asa fugitive from justice, under the 2nd section, 
4th article of the Constitution of the United 
States, and the act of Cengress passed to carry 
into effect thatarticle. The article is in these 
words, viz: ‘*A person charged in any State 
with Treason, Felony, or other crime, who 
shall flee from justice and be found in another 
State, shall on demand of the Executive au- 
thority of the State from which he fled, be de- 
livered upto be removed to the State having 
jurisdiction of the crime.” Thesct of Congress 
made to carry into effect thisVarticle, directs 
that the demand be made on the Executive of 
the State where the offender is found, and pre- 
scribes the proof to supportthe demand, viz: 
Indictment or affidavit. 


The Coutt deemed it respectful to inform the 
Governor and Attorney General of the State of 
Illinois, of the action upon the habeas corpus: 
on the day appointed for the hearing, the Atto 
ney General for the State of Illinois, appear 
and denied the jurisdiction of the Court to 
grant the Habeas Corpus. 

Ist. Because the warrant was not issued un- 
der colour or by authority of the United States, 
but by the State of Illinois.

fo enquire into facts behind the writ. In su 
port of the first point, a law of Illinois was 
declaring that whenever the Executive of an 
other State shall demand of the Executive of 
this State, any person, asa fugitive from justice, 
and shall have complied with thé requision of 
the act of Congress in that case made and provi- 
ded, it shall be the duty of the Executive of this 
State to issue his wafrant to p rehend the said 
fugitive, &e. It would that hla act dope 
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wer confirred by the 
of the United States, but t®ymake it the duty of 
the Executive to obey andc into effect the 
act of Congress. The warrant on its face pur- 
ports to be issued in pursuance of the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the United States, as well as of 


the State of Illinois. To maintain the position © 


that this warrant was not issued under color or 
by authority of the laws of the United States, it 
must be proved, that the United States could 
not confer the poweronthe executive of IIli- 
nois. Because if Congress could and did con- 
fer it, no actof Illinois could take it away, for 
the reason that the Constitution and laws of the 
United States passed in pursuance of it, and 
treaties, are the supreme law of the land; and 
the Judges iu every State shall be bound there- 
by, any thing in the Constitution or Laws of 
any State to the contrary notwithstanding. This 
is enough to dispose of that point. If the Le- 
gisiature of Illinois, as is probable, intended to 
make it the duly of the Governor to exercise the 
= granted by Congress, and no more, the 
ecutive would be acting by authority of the 
United States. It may be that the Legislature 
of Illinois, appreciating the importance of the 
proper execution of those laws, and doubting 
whether the Governor could be punished for ro- 
ing to carry them into effect, deemed it pru- 
: t toimpose it asa duty, the neglect of which 
- woula expose him to impeachment. [If it in- 
- tended more, the law ‘s unconstitutional and 
void.—16 Poters 6/7 Prigg vs. Pennsylvania. 
In supportiny second point the Attorney 
General scem urge that there was greater 
sanctityin © issucd by the Governor, 
then byan \erior officer. The Court cannot 
assent tothisdistinction. Thisisa Government 
ef laws, which prescribes a rule of action, as 
- @bligstory upon the Governor og upon the most 
@becure officer. The charecter aud purposes of 
the Aabeas corpus ore greatly misunderstuod by 
those who suppose that it does not review the 
acts of an Executive Functionary; all who are 
- familiar with English history must know that it 
was extorted from an arbitary monarch and that 
it was hailed asa second Mogua Charta, and 
. that it was to protect the subject from arbitrary 
imprisonment by the King and his minions, 
which brought into existence that great Pualla- 
dium of liberty in the latter part of the reign 
of Charles the Second. It was indeed q mag- 
nificient achievement over arbilary power. Mag- 
_ ma Charta established the principles of liberty ; 
the Habeas Corpua protected them. It matters 
net how great or obscure the prisoner, how greut 
or obscure the prison-keeper, this munificient 
writ, wielded by an independent Judge, reaches 
all, It penetrates. alike the Royal ‘lowers and 
the local prisons, from the garret to the secret 
receesses of the dungeon. All doors fly open 
at ite command, and the shackles fal! from the 
limbs of prisoners of State as readily as from 
those committed by subordinate officers, The 
warrant of the Ritg and his Secretary of State 
could claim no more exemption from that scarch- 
ing} enquiry, **The cause of his caption and 
detention,” than a warrant granted by a justice 
_ of the peace. It is contended that the United 
States, is a governmented of granted powers, 
and that no Department of it can exercise pow- 
ersnot granted. Thisis true. But the grant 
is to be found in the 2d section of the 3d arti- 
cle of the Constitution of the United States.— 
“The Judicial power shall extend to all cases in 
law or equity, arising under this Constitugion, 
the laws of the United States, and treaties made 
and which shall be made under their authori- 
t 

The matter under consideration presents a 
case arising under the 2d section, 4th article of 
the Conatitution of the United States, and the 
act of Congress of February 12th, 1793, to car- 
ry itinto effect. The Judiciary act of 1789 con- 

ts on this Court (indeed on all the Courts of 
the United States,) powerto issue the writ of 
Habeas Corpus, when a person is confined **un- 
der color of or by the authority of the United 
States.’ Smith is in custody under color of, 
end by authority of the 2d sec. 4th art. of the 
of the Constitution of the United States. As 

to the instrument emplyed or authorized to car- 
ry into effect that article of the Constitution 
(as he derives from it the authority toissue the 
warrant,) he must be regarded as acting by the 
authority of the United States. The power is 
not official in the Governor, but personal. It 
might have been granted to any one else by 
name, but considerations of convenience and 
policy recommended the selection of the Exec- 
utive, who never diese. The citizens of the 
States are citizens of the U. States; hence the U. 
States are as much bound to afford them protec- 
tion in their sphere, as the States are in their’s. 
This Court has jurisdiction. Whether the 
State Courts have jurisdiction or not, this Court 
is not called upon to decide. 


The return of the Sheriff shows that he has 
arrested and now holds in custody Joseph 
Smith, in virtue of a warrant issued by the 
‘Governor of IUVinois, under the 2d section of 
the 4th article of the Constitution of the United 
States, relative to fugitives from justice, and 
the act of Congress passed to carry it into ef- 
fect. The article of the Constitution does net 
designate the person upon whom the demand 
for the fugitive shall be made; nor does it pre- 
scribe the proof upon which he shall act. But 
Congress has done so, The proof is ‘an in- 
dictment or affidavit,” to be certified by the 
Governor demandivg. The return brings be- 
fore the Court the warrant, the demand and the 
affidavit. The material part of the latter is in 
these words, viz:—'*Lilburn W. Boggs, who 
*being duly sworn, doth depose and say, that 
*on the night of the sixth day of May, 1842, 
‘while sitting in his dwelling in the town of 
‘Independence, in the county of Jackson, he 
was shot with intent to kill, and that his life 


as despaired of for several days, and that he — 
‘Delieves end has good reason to believe from 
‘evidence and information now ip his 
‘ion, that Joseph Smith, commonly éalled the 
‘Mormon Prophet. was before the | 
*fact of the intended murder, tnat the said 
‘Joseph Smith is a citizen of resident of the 
*State of Illinois.” This affidavit ie certified by 
the Governor of Missouri te be authentic. The 
affidavit being thus verified, fatnished the only 
evidence apon which the Governor of Lilinois 
could act. Smith presented affidavits proving 
that he was not in Missouri at the date of the 
shooting of Boggs. This testimony was objec- 
ted to by the Attorney General of Illinois, on 
the ground that the Court could not look be- 
hind the return. The court deems it upneces- 
sary to decide that point, inasmuch as it thinks 
Smith entitled to hie discharge for defect in 
the affidavit. To authorise the arrest in this 
case the affidavit should have stated distinctly, 
ist That Smith had committed a crime. 2d, 
That he committed it in Misseuri. 

It must appear that he fled from Missouri to 
authorize the Governor of Missouri te. demand 
him, asnone other than the Governor of the 
State from which he fled can make the demand. 
He could not have fled from justice, uniese he 
committed a crime, which does not appear. It 
must appear that the crime was committed in 
Missouri to warrant the Governor of Illinois 
in ordering him to be rept to Migsowni for trial, 
The 2d section, 4th article, declares he ‘shall 
be removed to the State having jurisdiction of 
the ciime.’ 

Aa it is not charged that the crime was com- 
mitted by Smith in Missouri, the Governor of 
[Illinois could not cause him to be removed to 
that State, unless it can be maintained that the 
State of Missouri can entertain jurisdiction of 
crimes committed in other States. The affir- 
mative of this proposition was taken in the ar- 
gument with a zeal indicating sincerity. But 
no adjudged case or dictum was adduced in 
support of it. The Court, conceives that none 
can be. Let it be tested by principle. 

Man in a state of nature is a sovereign, with 
all the prerogatives of King, Lorda and Com- 
mons. Heimay declare warand make pence, 
and as nations olten do who **feel power and 
forget right,”—may oppress, rob and subjugate 
his weaker and unoffending neighbors. He un- 
ites in his person the legislative, judicial and 
executive power—**can dv no wrong,” because 
there is none to hold him toaccount. But when 
he unites himself with a community, he lays. 
down all the prerogatives of sovereign (except 
self-defence.) and becomes asubject. He owes 
obedience to iss laws and the judgments of its 
tribunals, which he is oe to have partic- 
ipated in establishing, either directly or indi- 
rectly. He surrenders also, theright of self- 
redress. In consideration of all which, he is 
entitled to the egis of that community to defend 
him from wrongs. He takes upon himself no 
allegiance to any other community, so owes if 
no obgglience 


scribe a rule of actionto him. Each sovereign 
regulates the conduct of its subjects, and they 
may be punished upon the assumption that they 
know the rale and have consented to be gov- 
erned by it. It would be a gross violation of 
the social compact, if the State were to deliver 
up one of its citizens t» be tried and punished 
by a foreign State, to which he owes no allegi- 
ance, and whose laws were never binding on 
him. No State can or will doit, 

In the absence of the constitutional provis- 
ion, the State of Miasouri wonid stand on this 
subject inthe same relation to the State of Illi- 
nois, that Spain does to England. In this par- 
ticular the Statcs are independent of each oth- 
er. A criminal, fugitive from the one State to 
the other, could not be claimed as of right to 
be given up. It is most true as mentioned by 
writers on the laws of nations that every State 
is responsible to its neighbors for the conduct 
of its citizens so far as their conduct violates the 
principles of good neighborbood. So it is 
among private individuals, But for this, the 
inviolability of territory, or private dwelling, 
could not be maintained. This obligation cre- 
ates the right. and makes it the duty of the 
State to impose such restraints upon the citizen 
as the occasion demands. It was in the per- 
formance of this-duty, that the United States 

assed laws to restrain citizens of the United 

tates from setting on foot and fitting out mili- 
tary expeditions against their neighbore. While 
the violators of this law kept themselves within 
the United States, their conduct was cogniza- 
ble in the cqurta of the United States, and not 
of the offended State, even if the means provi- 
ded had assisted in the invasion of the foreign 
State. A demand by the injured State upon 
the United States for the offenders, whose op- 
erations were in their own country, would be 
answered, that the United States’ laws alone 
could act upon them, and that asa good neigh- 
bor it would punish them. 


It is the duty of the State of Illinois, to make 
it criminal in one of its citizens to aid, abet, 
counsel, or .advise, any person to commit a 
crime in her sister State,—any one violating the 
law would be amenable to the laws of Illinois, 
executed by ite own tribunals. Those of Mis- 
souri, could have no agency in his conviction 
and punishment. Butifhe shall go into Mis- 
souri, he owes obedience to her laws, and is li- 
able before her courts, to be tried and punished 
for any crime he may commit there, and a plea 
that he was a citizen of another State, would 
not avail him. If he escape, he may be sur- 
rendered to Missouri for trial. But when the 
offence is perpetrated in Illinois, the only right 
of Missouri, is, to insist that Illinois, compel 
her citizens to forbear toanmoy her. This she 
hasa right to expect for the neglect of it na- 
tions go to war and violate territory. 

The court must hold that where a nec 
fact is not stated in the affidavit, it does not ex-

He should have shown that they were 
committed in Missoari, to the court to 
test them by the laws of Missouri, to see if the 
amounted toa crime. Again, the affidavit is 
fatally defective in this, that Boggs swears to 
he in the Constitution is harged 

The lan in the Constitution is ‘char 
with hear, ox other crime.’ Is the Constitu- 
tion satisfied with a charze upon suspicion! It 
is to be regretted that no Amencan adjudged 
case hag begn cited to guide the Court in ex-, 
pounding this article. guage is ever inter- 
preted by the subject matter. If the object 
were to arrest a man near home, and there wore 
fears of escape if the movement to detain him 
for examitation were known, the word charged 
might warrant the issuing of a capias on susp- 
cion. Rudyard (reported in Skin. 676) was 
committed to Newgate tor refusing to give bail 
for his good behavior, and was brought before 
Common Pleas on Habeas Corpus. return 
was that he had been complained of for exciting 
the subjects to disobedience of the laws against 
seditious conrenticles, and apon examination 
they found cause to suspect him. Vauhan, Chief 
Jastice ‘Tyrrel and Archer against Wild held 
‘the return insufficient, Ist, because it did not 
‘appear but that he :night abet frequenters of 
‘conventicles in the way the law allows. d 
‘To say that he was complained of or was ex- 
‘amined, is no proof «f his guilt. And then to 
‘say that. he had cause to suspect him is too 
‘cautious; for who can tell what they count a 
‘cause of suspicion, and how can that ever be 
‘tried? Atthis rate they would have arbitrary 
‘power upon their own allegation, to cumunit 
‘whom they pleased.’ 

From this case it appears that suspicion does 
not warrant a commitment, and that all legal 
intendmente are to avail the prisoner. ‘That 
the return is to be most strictly construed in 
favor of liberty. If suspicion in the foregoing 
case did not warrant a commitment in London 
by its officrs, of a citizen of London, might not 
the ohjection be urged with greater force against 
a of citizen of our be 
transported to anothor on suspicion? No case 
can arise demandinga more searching scrutiny 
into the evidence, than it, cases arising under 
this part of the constitution of the U. States 
]t is proposed to deprive a freeman of his liber- 
ty; tode'iver him into the custody of strange:s, 
to be transported toa foreign State, to be ar- 
raigned for trial before a foreign tribunal, gov- 
erned by laws unknown to him; separated from 
his friends. hi: family and his witnesses, un- 
known and unknowing. Had he an immacu- 
late character, it would not avail him with stran- 
gers. Such a spectacle is appaling enough to 
challenge the strictest analysia. 

The framers of the Constitution were not in- 
sensible of the importance of courts pos sessin 
the confidence of the parties. They therefore 
provided that citizens of different States, might 
resort to the federal courts in civil causes. How 
much more important that the criminal have 
confidence in his Judge and Jury? ‘Therefore, 
before the capias is issued, the officers should 
see that the case is made out to warrant it. 

Again, Boggs was shot on the 6th of May.— 
The affidavit was made on the 20th of July fol- 
lowing. Here was time for enquiry, which 
would confirm into certainty or dissipate his 
suspicions. He had time to collect facts to 
be had before a grand jury or be incorporated in 
his affidavit. ‘the court is bound to assume 
that this would have been the course of Mr. 
Boggs. but that his suspicions were light and 
unsatisfactory. 


The affidavit is insufficient, Ist, Because it is 


not positive. 2. Because it charges no crime. 
8, Itcharges rio crime committed in the State 
of Missouri. Therefore he did not flee from 
the justice of the State of Missouri, nor has he 
taken refuge in the State of Illinois. 

The proceedings in this affair trom the affida- 
vit to the arrest affords a lesson to Governors 
and judges whose action may hereafter be in- 
voked in cages of this character. ! 

The affidavit simp! y says that the affiant was 
shot with intent to kill, and he believes that 
Smith was accessary before the fact to the in- 
tended murder, and is a citizen or resident of 
the State of Illinois. Itis not said who shot 
him, or that the person was unknown. 


The Governor of Missouri in his demand calls

But 
for want of current funds in the ‘Preasu:

Mr. LOGAN would have objectionable’ 
Chariers amended, not repealed, unless 
some substantial cause Sup shown. 

Mr. OWENS said he did not believe 
that this house would consent to repeal 
these Charters rashly, and without suffi- 
cient pretexts. [t would look extremely 
bad fgrthis Legislature to do so, with- 
out finding something extraordinarily ob- 
jecuonable. He knew that a loud ery 
had beea made in the last election can- 
vass, by demagogues—but he would pro- 
test against such destructive Legislation. 
He asked for his constituents equal rights 
with other people. | 

Mr. SMITH, of Hancock county, ask- 
ed the attention of the house for a few 
moments, in expressing his sentiments.-— 
If honorable gentlemen had pledged 
themselves in their election campaigns, 
to yote against the Charters of the city of 
Nauvoo, they.had made a bad prpmise. 
Membesgguou'!d not vote fora repeal of 
charters, to the desiruction of property, 
and the, violation of vested rights, without 
a violation of the Constitution. If the 
individuals enjoying these chartered priv- 
ileges, had transgregsed the Laws of the 
State, or had exceeded the limitations of 
the acts of incorporation, he would extend 
both hands to remedy such evils, as far 
as he constitutionally could. The Agri- 
cultural Society of Nauvoo, had acquired 
a corsiderable amount of propérty—a 
vast amount of Jand—and farms were ex- 
tending in every direction over the wild 
and unbroken prarie. Should such ex- 
tended interests be injured? 

The Nauvoo House association had 
iseued a large amount of stock which 
wus not only owned by the people there, 
but by iadividuals in all societies through- 
out the State. | 

He wauld deprecate the destruction of 
such iupportant. interests and rights, by 
such rash and party Legislation. He be- 
lieved that prejudice would not control 
the action ef honorable gentlemen. Ele 
asked thas jt might be allowed the people, 
commonly called “Mormons,” to. exer- 
cise their own religious views. This was 
allowed to aji men and all societies. ‘The 
measure was certainly a most extraordi- 
nary Gane; and he asked if the name 
‘‘mormon,” attached to these charters 
wus not the cause of this extraordinary 
opposition? Prejudice charges, misrep- 
resentations, gross and false had been 
circulated through the land, till these 
people had been subjected to a load of 
oppression, from which they had hardly 
recovered. An honorable gentleman had 
prophesied that 10 yeara shall not roll 
away, hefore the people of this State 
would rise up and expel the mormons! 

Here was a prophet indeed! Shall it 
be said thet this State will re-enact the 
murderous outrages of the State of Mis- 
souri?

It is a fact worthy of notice, that not 
withstanding improvements in printing 
have apparently kept pace with other im- 
provements of the age; vet these improve- 
ments have been directed mainly. in re- 
spect of ‘the press —to multiplying copies 


with great rapidity. in that department, ©

The setting ‘up. of, the types, which 
Messrs, Young and, Delcambre were able 
to do at the ratepf6,000 an hoger, Captain 
Rosenborg states, he can do at least 10,- 
800; and the distribution of the types, 
which, under Measrs Young and Delcam- 
bre’s arrangement, furnishes occupation 
for four hands (boys) vaptain Rosenborg 
does by meuns of. one, with the aid of 
machinery, iw, 

*The mode of working with the ma-~ 
chine is as fellows:——l'he chief composi-~ 
tor; who sits atthe front of the machine, 
‘having his copy before him. performs 
‘upon the keys as ho: reads. By the ac. 
‘tion of the keys, thw “corresponding let~ 
iters are forced out from their. respective 
‘copartments, and are laid down upon an 
endless belt or chain, which.is constantly 
passing through the micdie of the ma- 
chine, from the right towards the left.— 
By the’ motion of this chain, the types, 
when liberated and placed upon it, are 
very quickly conveyed intothe receiver, 
where, by the action of a small eccen- 
tric, which is ‘revolving at a considerable 
speed, the types are deposited -horizontal- 
ly one above the other, in the same order 
as the kevs are performed upon and are 
thus formed into lines, the lines being 
‘supported by « T shaped slider, which is 
‘made to recede in the same proportion as 
the types accumulate upon it.

The principal feature of novelty in 
this machine is the endless chain on which 
the types are deposited, and by which 
they are conveyed into. the receiver, and 
the advantages are the types are carried 
forward in a straight line by the endless 
chain, free from all chance of disturbance, 
and subject to little or no friction, and 
that as many letters may be set at once 
as happened to follow in uninterrupted 
alphabetical sequence; and, in practice 
there is a vast number of words and sy!- 
lables which the compositor soon - Jearns 
to dispose of in this way, by one stroke 
of the keys. For exafnple, aci, add, all, 
accent, adopt,.énvy, ara words the letters

termed) may be thus illustrated. The — 


word accentuation contains twelve letters, 
and would require twenty-four movements 
of the arm of a compositor to set up in 
the ordinary way; but with captain Ro- 
senborg’s machine it is set up with only 
three strokes on the keys, as thus, accen- 
tu~at. ton. 

‘Captain’ Rosenborg states that he has 
proved, by actual trials, that his mechine, 
is capable of delivering, or clearing out 
types, (supposing them to be composed 


‘without regard to order of sequence,) to 


the amount of 400 ina minute, 25,000 
inan hour. Already a young man, with 
only a few month’s practice, and without 
a previous knowledge ot printing, is able 
to set up about three lines of brevier ina 
minute, each line containing about 60 
letters and spaces, (this we witnessed,) 
and assuming that he is able to do so for 
a continuance, that is equal to about 10~ 
8001n an hour. 

‘We now present the view of the dis- 
tributing machine, by which a lad can 


distribute, and replace in the composing ©. 


machine, 6,000 letters in an ‘hour; bot 
this would offer no hindrance to the gen- 
eral operations of any printing office 
adopting the system of composing by tmna- 
chinery; for there might be as many 
more distributing machines, according to 
the relative speed of the two; for instance,

present rate of taxution, and the practi- 
capility of adopting some system of fi- 
nancial policy, which, while it shall net 
impose on the people oppressive taxation, 
wiil ultimately relieve the State. from 
debt.

The ItMinois and Michigan canal, with 
its water power,stone quarries, coal beds, 
&c; forty thousand acres of land, pur-

However painful 
such a conclusion may be to our State 
pride, it is one from which wo cannot e9- 
cape; our credit is gone, a debt of fearful 
magnitude hangs over vs, and a question 
of most intense interest now arises — 
what shall be the future policy of the 
State with regard to this debt. Your 
committee feel pride in saying that the 
voice of the people, through their execu- 
tive, through the Legislature, through 
every organ by which it could be heard, 
have pronounced the noble determination, 
never to repudiate. Such is the honora- 
ble attitude which this State has assumed 
with regard to the publicdebt. We have, 
by resolutions, unanimously adopted, re- 
iterated the pledge, that we will devote all 
our available resources, beyond an eco- 
nomical administration of the govern- 
ment, to the reduction and ultimate ez- 
tinction of the public debt. ‘Ihe question 
then returns for our most deliberate con- 
sideration—what shal) be the future pol- 
icy of the State; how can our resources 
be best made available to discharge our 
debts. 


It will be observed that our debt is di- 
vided into two distinct portions, each of 
particular object 
and forthe payment of which, in addi- 
tion to the plighted faith. of the Ste, 
there are distinct securities: the canal 
deb:, and the internal improvement debt. 
For the canal debt, there is pledged the 
canal lands, tolls, 4c. The value of 
these securities depend on its completion. 
There has already been expe on the 
work, between four and five millions of 
dollars, and it will require one and a half 
millions more to complete it, on a plan of

¥8-@upposed that within a short peri- 
od after its completion, say one or two 
years, that the lands, town lots, water 
power, &c., ¢c., may be sold for an 
amount equal to its entire cost.

Ist. What will the canal property be 
worth on its completion? It has been 
estimated by an able financier of New 
York, who has given to the subject great 
attention, and who is notoriously cautious, 
that these lands, including town sites, 
will be worth, on an average, $30 00 per 
acre. This estimate will give nearly 
seven inillions of dullars. This eatsmate 
is not, in the opinion of your committee, 
extravigant. ‘These lands, donated by 
the United States to Illinois for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the construction of this 
work, are not surpassed, in richness and 
fertility, by any on the globe. Situated 
in the immediate vicinity of this work, 
there would be great facilities for market. 
A very considerable portion of them are 
covered with heavy timber, which alone 
is worth the above estimate.

Cement.—The French ce- 
ment for the roof of houses, to preserve 
the wool and protect it from fire is made 
in the following manner: 

Take as much lime as is usual in mak- 
ing a pot full of whitewash, und let i: be 
mixed in « pail full of water; m this put 
twoand a half pounds of brown suygnr, 
und three pounds of fine silt; mix them 
well together and the cement is comple- 
ted. A little lampblack, yellow ochre, 
or other coloring commudity, miy be in- 
trodused to change the color of the ce- 
ment, to please the fancy of those who 
use it. It has been used with great suc~ 
cess, and been recommended particular- 
ly as a protection aginst fire. 

Small sparks of fire. that frequently 
lodge on the roo‘s of houses, are preven- 
ted by this cement from burning the shin- 
gles, Socheap and valuable a precau- 
tion agninst the destructive element ought 
not to pass untried. Those who wish to 
be hetter sttisfied of its utility can easily 
make the experiment, by using it ona 
small temporary buiding—or it may be 
tried by shingles put together for the pur- 
pose, and then exposed to the fire.

Sec. 8. The aforesaid creditors of the 
bank shall, before they shall be entitled 
to receive the certificates aforesaid, de- 
liver up to.the bank all notes and other 
evidences of debt held by them, and 
receipt. for all judgements and other 
demands in favor of such creditors against 
the said bank, . 

Sec, 9. The Bank Commissioner 
aforesaid shall superintend the proceed- 
ings of said bank, and shall exercise due 
vigilence. over the proceedings of the 
same, and for that purpose, he shall have 
free access to the books, papers, vouch- 
ers, vaults, and cash of said bank, aod 
bave, power, in prosecuting his 
enquiries, to, administer an oath to the 

resident,directors,cashiers, tellers, clerks 
and all.other persons, and compel them 
or either of them to testify in relation to 
“the said bank, or in relation to any mat- 
ter or thing touching the proceedings of 
its officers, effecting the interest of the 
State, the. creditors of the bank, or of 
the .atockholders; and upon the refusal 
of avy, of them tobe sworn or testily, 
he shall have .power to issue his warrant 
to any sheriff,. and commit such presis 
dent, cashier, clerk, teller, or other per- 
to the, common jail of the county, until 
i he or they ‘shall consent to be sworn or 
testify, as;the case may be, andif the 
said commissioner shall at any time dis: 
cover that any dishonest practices are 
countenanced by said bank, or any of 
jts ofBeers, inthe management of its busi. 
ness or that it is about to violate any pro- 
vision of jaw, then the said commissioner 
ghall immediately certify the fact to 
_gome justice of the Supreme Court, whose 
-duty it shall thereupon be to issue an in-

ASTRONOMY. 
Messers. Gallayher & Halsey: 

The ardor with which many 
of our citizens received the sublime As- 
tronomical views given by Prof. Mitcu- 
ELL, leads me to believe that the following 
remarks on the same subject, translated 
from ‘La Nouvelle Jerusalem, Revue Re- 
ligiuse et Scientifique,’ will be acceptable 
to your readers. J. M. 

“To any one who possesses some 
knowledge of Astronomy, itis evident, 
that notwithstanding its 25,000 miles of 
circumference, our globe is yet but a

point in space. The orbit itsetf 


of earth which is more than 630 mil- 


lions of miles, is but a point relatively, 
to the immensity of the universe; indeed, 
if the stars seem to us altogethor immova- 
ble during the course of the year, though 
they should, from the motion of the earth 
correspond to different positions of the 
heavenly arch, it is evidently because 
our globe, notwithstanding the 630 mil. 
lions of miles which it traverses in space, 
is in respect to them as if it had ho ‘mé- 
tion. But, furthér—the whole of our 
solar system, of which the orbit alone of 
12 milliards of miles, does net 
itself really occupy but an almost imper- 
part of the universe. * 
"The ancients, those at least from whom 
there remain some historical monuments, 


‘counted but twenty-two thousand fixed 


stars. But as soon as the telestope’was.. 
discovered, uh innumerable 


‘stars (till then invisible) presented’ thetn\ 
‘selves to the astonished 


gaze of ‘observ. 
ers. ‘he abbe de la Caille, in one-third 
of the celestial arch, counted’ ten thou~ 
sand—of which he gave a catalogue — 
thence supposing, for the entire vault 
thirty thousand stars» The theory 
of Nebula came afterwards to. augment 
the number considerable; then the teles- 
cope being more and moré improved, ip 
one single band of the Milky Way, of an 
extent of fifteen degrees in length by 
thousand; lastly, this celebrated Astrono-~ 
mer, presumes, that the number of stars 
may amount to 65 millions. Here then, 
are 65 millions of solar systems, of which 
ours is perhaps but one of the least in 
extent; but admit for it a proportional 
mean, still it would constitute no mor 
than the 65 millioneth 
But who would dare to say, that there 
are but sixty-five millions of suns ipter- 
spersed through space, when the interval 
which seperates the stars from us is of 
such immensity that it affrightens the 
imaginations? Huygens found that the 
distance where we are frum the nearest 
of the stars was ,2,885,045,634,600 
miles. Other Astronomers having car- 
ried their investigations to particular 
stars, that which Lalande observed we 
20,315,100,000,000 miles—that of Builly 
at 21,482,718,240,000 miles—that of Eu- 
ler, at 42,000 milliards of miles. This 
philosopher, in his Letters to a Princegs 
of Germany, has calculated that a.ra 
of light from this star, would take six ° 
years, notwithstanding its incredible ve- 
locity, to reach ourearth. If it were 
possible, adds he, that a cannon, ball 
projected from this celestial body gould 
be transmitted to us, it would. take five 
millions four hundred thousand years to 
arrive at our planet. Another star, 
which was observed by Lambert, was 
at the distance of fifty-one milliards of 
miles. Lastly—Dr. Derham, Preben- 
dary of Windsor, who observed the Ney 
bula in i732, acknowledged that they 
were as distant from the fixed stars ag 
these stars are from our globe. % 
lf from the thirty thousand stars of 
the abbe de Ja Calle, we have atteined, 
by the improvement of the telescope, 
the sixty-five millions of Herschell, . te 
what number may not an extent so im- 
mense, permit us to suppose we may ate 
tain by means of new improvements? 
And if an instrument. should be discoy. 
ered which would be to the telescape 
what the telescope isto the naked eye, 
we would haye to covat not by millions, 
i" » ban 
od 
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but by milliards, the suns which enlight- 


en the universe. 

Uf the telescope has caused to be made 
wach beautiful discoveries in the field of 
space indefinately great, the microscope 
yields nothing

Since this’ ofdinineé was passed, we 
believe, so far as we have been informed, 
that it has given general satisfuction. 

Situated as we are, with a- flood of 
emigration constant]y pouring in upon us, 
we consider that it is not only prudential 
but absolutely necessary to proteet the 
inhabitants of this city from being im. 
posed upon by a spurious currency. 
Many of our eastern and old country 
friends are altogether unacquainted with 
the situation of the banks in this region of 
country, and as they generally bring 
specie with them, they are in danger of 
being gulled perpetually by speculators. 
Besides there is so much uncertainty in 
the solvency of the best of banks, tnat we 
think it much safer to go upon the hard 
money system altogether. 
consider thst it will have a tendency to 
dribe money away from us, a greater 
mistake than which could not be made.

An Ordinance concerning a Market on 
Main Street, 
Sec. 1. Be it ordained by the City. 

Council of the City of Nauvoo, That the 

Mavor of the city be, and ho hereby is 

authorized to contract with any compe- 

tent person, to furnish materials for, and 
erect and finish a good, substantial, and 
convenient market house for this city, on 
the ground that shall be selected for that 
nurpose by the City Council, which said 
buitding shatl be built on the most approv- 
ed plan. and: cost not less than five 

Sec. 2. When'said market house shall 

be finished, the Mayor is hereby author- 

ized to make, execute, and deliver unto 
the competent person building the mars 
ket house aforesaid, a lease of the same 
for five years for and as a ful! considera- 
to him for the materiais furnished, and 
labor bestowed in and about the erection 
and finishing said building by said per- 
son as aforesaid; and that said compe: 
tent person may lease out the stalls 
thereof at public auction jn this city, to 
the highest bidder for such period of time 
as he may think best within the five 
years nbove mentioned; and the. rents 
and profits arising from the same during 
the said five years shall be payable to, 
and for the sole uses of the said compe- 
tent person aforeraid,for the cansideration 
aforesaid; and at the expiration of said 
term said competent person shall surren- 
der the possession of said market house, 
in good order, to the market master of 
this city, or to such other person as the 

City Council shall direct. 

Sec. 3. That as soon as said market 
house shall be completed, and the stalls 
thereof leased and furnished with 
wholesome meats for sale and delivery, 
that from and after that time.a market 
shail be established in this city, and no 
person or persons shall vend sell or buy 
any fresh meat or meats at uny. other 
place in this city than at the market 
house aforesaid, and every person offend- 
ing against this section shall forfeit and 
pry to this city twenty dollars for each of- 
fence, with costs, Provided however any 
person may sell by the quarter in this 
city at any other place, and that nothing

Thus 
ended the grand jubilee of the imperial 
marriage !—Having providentially esca- 
ped from the hands of noble assassins, the

bled. Meanwhile the Empzror being ac- 


‘curately informed of all their proceedings 


and machinations, throughout his Euro 
pean dominions, adopted every possible 
precaution to guard against danger so 
awfully imminent. He ordered to the 
capitol all those treops on whose fidelity 
he thought he could rely; and removed 
to a considerable distance those whom he 


-distrusied. We quadrupled be number 
'- of his body guards, selecting his augmen- 


tation from corps of tried and devoted loy 
alts. By thistimethe King of Prussia 
was on his way to St. Petersburg, and 
scarcely “had his Majesty landed on the 
shores of the Neva, when he could per- 


ceive, from his reception, the envenoméd 


feelings of prejudice and hatred which the 
nobles had excited against him. Hasten- 
ing on to the palace of Peterhoff with all 
possible speed, he resolved to go back to 
his own country with as little delay as 
decency would permit being impatiently 
anxious to escape froma rude barbarous 


and inhospitabte iund. ‘There is no doubt 
however that fearing the worst, he’ .was 


prepared to be continually upon his guard. 


The interchange of domestic and affectio- 


nate regards between him and the mem: 
bers of the Imperial family were short and 
abrupt on thisaccount. But it was deem- 


ed politic that, atany risks, a public de- 


monstration of famiiy union and family 
happiness should be made upon a scale of 
unprecedented grandeur. ‘The Prussian 
monarch, however was immovably resal- 
ved that the time which his part in the 
pageant was to occupy should not exceed 
one short hour! Leaving the palace of 
Peterhoff amidst compact masses of faith- 
ful guards, both cavalry and infantry, 
their imperial majesties arrived in the 
great square of St. Petersburg ata much 
earlier hour thin those who were intent 


. upon their destruction were led to expect. 


The admirable foresight of the King of 
Prussia thus disconcerted all the plans of 
the conspirators, for while they thought 
the grand scenes of the day were only 
about to commence, they were nearly all 
over. The monarchs embraced ench 
other in the midst of the grand square 
with evident emotion—the troops presen- 
ted arms, and peals of artillery resounded 


-jn all directions. as well from the land 


side as from the shipping in the Neva. The 
guards were then put through some few 


evolutions, but in noinstanceso as to jn- 


terfere with the compactness of their lines 
and immediately afterward their Majes- 
ties returned in safetv to Peterhoff which 
wasin all respects, converted into a strong 
garrison,’ while every spot.of ground 
was covered with the imperial] guards, and 


agninst it. Qn quitting the imperial pal- 
ace, never more to enter it; his Majesty 
travelled with the greatest possible ra. 
piditv until he reached Koenigsburg, the 
capitol of his hereditary dominions, where 
he was received with reiterated acclaina.

FROM MATAMORAS —CONFIRMA- 
TION OF THE CAPTURE OF 
THE ARMY. 


By the arrival of the schooner Doric, 
we have advices from Matamoras con~ 
firmatory of the intilligence received by 
the last steamer from ‘Texas, that the 
division of the ‘Texian army under Colo- 
nels Fisher and Green had been cap- 
tured at Mier. 

Ona the 15th December General Am- 
pudia received a despatch from General 
Woll, informing him that the Texians, 
800 or 1,090 strong. had taken Loredo, 
=) that he, Gen.gWcll, had been com- 
pelled to fall that the Texian 
forces were taking the northern route 
towards Matamoras. On the receipt of 
this intelligence Gen. Ampudia Icft Ma- 

amoras, with two battalions of sappers 
nd miners, in quest of the enemy, and 
reached Mier, 50 leagues distant, on the 
22d Dec. A body of Texians, under the 
command of Colone's Fisher and Green, 
had, in the meantime, crossed the river 
and attacked the town in the night. ‘The 
Mexican trvops stationed in that neigh- 
borhood immediately went to the assis- 


‘tance of the city, when an engagement 


took place, which lasted seventeen hours. 

Every house and street was desperate- 
ly defended. After the battle had been 
maintained on both sides with determina~ 
ton ani obstinacy for such a great 
length of time, the Texians, finding 
themselves surrounded on all sides, re- 
solved to surrender, and finally capitu- 
lated on honorable terms. It 1s feared, 
however, that the articles of surrender 
will not be faithfully complied with on 
the part of Mexico. | 

The Mexicans report their loss during 
this engagement at 420 and 130 wound- 
ed, ‘The loss on the part of the Texians 
was 11 killed and 10 wounded. This 
disparity evinces the supcrior skill of the 
Texians io the use of fire-arms, and the 
invading army alter so slight a loss 
would lead uz to suppose that they only 
surrendered after having exhausted their 
ammunition. The success of ths Mex- 
icans, afier suflering so severely, speaks 
favorably of their courage and perse- 
verance. 

‘General Ampudia returned to Mata- 
moras on the 7th January, and was ree 
ceived by the citizens with great rejoic- 
ings and applause. He brought with 
him 212 Texian prisoners, including 
Colonels Fisler and Green. The Tex- 
lans were to leave Matamoras on the 
15th instant for the city of Mexico, there 


. to await their destiny from the hands of 
~Santa Anna. Colonels Fisher and Greon 


and the prisoners generally, acknowl- 
edge the treatment they received from 
Gen. Ampudia, since the capitulation,

It becomes our painful and melancho- 


‘ly duty to record one of the most fearful 
‘and calamitous disasters that ever befel 
our Red river country- 


In consequence of the falling weather 


.or the melting of the snow in the moun~ 


tains, the sources of Red river have been 
supplied so abundantly with water, that 
our hitherto quite gentle stream has been 
so flooded that all of its bottoms lie buri- 
ed beneath the heavy mass of moving 


‘water; whose appearance was so sudden 


and rapid, that it has borne resistless 
down every~ vestage of human industry 
cotton bales, cotton presses, corn, cattle, 
horses, hogs, &c. in one wide and gene- 


ral ruin. 
In common with every stream on the 


globe, Red river has been subject ‘to oc- 
casional but partial inundations, but du- 


ring the period of half a century, there 
was never known such‘an overwhelming 
flood as that with which we are now vi- 


Nanvoo, Hancock County, Wis 


At fort Towson on the 26th ult. the ri- 
ver rose fifteen feet higher than it was 
ever before known, spreading over the 
Whole bottom, destroying the wharehouse 
atthe public landing and sweeping in 
one common grave all species of anima- 
tion. 


From a letter, politely furnished us, it 
appears that Jonesborough, Rowland and 
Berlin, in Texas, have been wholly inun- 
dated, some of the houses washed away, 
and many of the inhabitants drowned. 
The letter further states, ‘that some few 
negroes escaped from Jonesborough on a 
raft, and when passing the house of Col. 
Johnson, they saw him with his family, 
on the house top but could render them 
no assistance ; nnd soon after passing, 
they heard a crash and one wild scream, 
and all was silentagain except the roar 
of the rushing torrent ! 


Amid the general distress, Capt. Crooks 
of the steam boat Hunter, proceeded to 
Mill creek, and rendered the sufferers ev- 
ery possible succor in his power—going 
from place to place, picking up the sur- 
vivors from the tops of the houses and 
trees; thus rescuing from a watery grave 
some seventy fire or a hundred persons.—

by mesmerism. We are glad to say, that 
the medical men, both surgeons and phy- 
sicians, treated the case with deserved 
contempt, and some of them went as far 
as even to treat the whole narration as a 
downright falsehood. If one patient can 
be so charmed by mesmerism as to feel 
no pain on the amputation of a leg, why 
not let the charmed antidote to pain be 
applied to all patients and to all surgi- 
cal operations whatever? If it bea case 
of idiosyncracy, affecting only one pluck- 
ed out of ten thousand, or ratherten huns 
dred thousand, it is of little or no utility. 
Mesinerism would be a blessing indeed, if 
after a battle, on land or at sea all the 
wounded could be mesmerised, and have, 
their limbs amputated without their feel- 
ing pain or knowing any thing of the op- 
eration, except by firding, on waking 
from the trance, that their limbs were 
gone. Hitherto the most tbat mesmerism 
pretends to is but negative. May not 
mesmerism become positive, and a man 
receive his leg and thigh back again ina 
a state, under a mesmeritic charm?

The 
people on the good faith of the state go 
to work, and improve under the provisions 
of thar charter; ccmpanics are formed, 
buildings are erected, and money expen~ 
ded; but by and by they find out that they 
have been leaning upon a broken reed, 
that there is no dependance to be placed in 
government; that they have broken their 
most sacred promises, violated their pligh- 
ted faith, and wantonly and wickedly, 
sought to injure thousands of men who 
telied on their promises, by an unprece- 
dented, unconstitutional, and tyranical 
law, trampling under foot the faith of the 
state and virtually saying that the mem- 
bers of the Legislature that granted the 
charter were all fools, or knaves, and that 
we the pure representatives of the people 
must break the plighted faith of the state 
to set them right.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 
Thursday, March 2. 

Mr Davis, of Bond, moved to take up 
the bill to repeal a part of the Nauvoo 
Charter; objections being-made by sev- 
eral members, it was decided in the af- 
firinative, and placed on the orders of the 
day. The questiom being en -ordering 
the bill to a third reading. 

Mr Sinus moved the previous question. 

Mr Locan hoped the previous question 
would not be sustained; some of the pros 
visions proposed to be repealed, are very 
innocent ones; and he thought the house 
would be willing to retain them; he want- 
ed to repeal the provisions allowing the 
writ of Habeas Corpus, and some others. 
The previous question was then lost. 

Mr Locan denied that any discussion 
had been had on the provisions of the 
Charter proposed to be repealed. He 
wanted the gentiemen interested to have 
an opportunity to be heard. 

Mr Owine went into the subject at 
some length. He compared the Charter 
of Nauvoo with any other city in the 
State; and showed that the bill repealed 


the same powers in the “Nadvoo Charter 


which others contained, and are perinit- 
ted to retain. He thought this unjust, 
and was opposed to the principle of mak- 
ing such distinctions. He bore testimo- 
ny to the good order and industry of the 
Mormons; and he had no doubt but that 
they were much abused. 

He alluded to the course of the Whigs 
during the canrass for the last election: 
und uppealed to his party to sustain the. 
Mormons, as they has so nobly carried 
last election; he cautioned them against 
taking the other course; and predicted 
if they did, that they would bé the means 
of electing a whig to Congress in that 
istrict; and at the next Gubernatorial 
election would elect the Governor also; 
that the arms of the Whigs were open to 
receive them. 

Friday, March 3.

Atiem»t at Murder and Piracy.— We 
Capt. ‘Powle, of brig Lucy, 
from Pernambuco, the following particu- 
lars in relation to an at'empt of the first 
awe secmnd mates af the brig Poultney, 
of Baltimore, to murder Capt. Mouait 
and take the vessel. The attempt was 
made about the 25th of November. when 
the Poultney was north of the equator, 
and about 18 or 20 days before her ar- 
rival. it was ona muvonlight night, and 
during the second mate’s watch. At 1 
A. M. Capt. Mouati went on deck, not 
feeling satisfied with the look-out kept 
by the mates. He found the second 
mate (a young man of Charleston, 5. C. 
of wealthy and highly respectable paren- 
tage and educated at some university) 
walking the deck ina hurried manner, 
quite contrary to his usual custom.— 
Capt. M. then went below and turned 
in. Heawoke about 3 o’clock, and found 
the light in the cabin extinguished. As 
he proceeded up the companion way he 
observed the second mate looking down 
into the cabin, but before he reached the 
deck he received a severe blow on the 
head, and was knocked down upon the 
cabin floor. ‘I‘he chief. mate, instead 
of coming to his assistance left his bert! 
and went on deck, where he preveuted 
the men, who heard the noise, from go- 
ing below, telling them that if they went 
below the Captain would shoot the -first 
man who came into the cabin, When 
Capt. M. recovered his consciousness, 
he was prostrate upon the cabin floor, 
his wounds bleeding freely, and the se- 
cond mate standing near him with a mar- 
ling-spike fastened around his wrist with 
a lanyard. Capt. M. begged hard for his 
life,\ telling the second mate that he had 
a young family, and promising not to 
trouble him if he would .cease from his 
murdurous intentions. Inthe meantime, 
the steward had come into the cabin, and 
the second mate, becoming aware that 
the crew had ascertained what what was 
guing on desisted. Capt. M. then went 
to his state-room, to get the key of his 
medicine chest, when the second mate 
followed him, seized Capt. M.’s pistols, 
which were under his berth, and threw 
them overboard. On the arrival of the 
vessel at Pernambuco, the U. 8. Consual, 
Mr. Suow, had the second mate arrest- 
ed, but advised:Capt. M. to txke the 
chief mate to Rio Janeiro, as he could 
not supply his place at pernambuco, and 
on his arrival at Rio Janeiro, to deliver

These debts are all collected from the 
late official documetits. ‘The debt of 
Michigan is down at 5,611,000, but the 
Governor, in his late message, states 
that only that will be acicnowledged for 
which a consideration has been received, 
and that amounts to 3,535,336 doilars. 
One is*us likely to be paid as the other, 
however, and, therefore, we give the full 
sum. We have put down the whole 
debt of Indiana as dishonered, whereas,: 
as yet, but 900,000 dollars is delinquent. 
It appears then that ten States owing 
138,839,258 dollars have stopped; and 
the position of Virginia in consequence 
of her tampering with her rickety banks 
is very precarious, and Ohio for the 
same reason, has nearly lost the confi- 
dence of the public. As yet, however, 
ten states pay, and their debts amount 
to 84,041,818 dollars. This latter sum 
is more than the United States can pay 
out of the country, in cash or produce, 
and the debts of the delinquent States can 
never be paid at all unless the bond hold- 
ers choose to take what the States now 
offer, which are the lands public works 
and other State property. These they 
are willing to give up in exchange for 
their liabilities, and the wisest course is 
to take them and make the most of them. 
The London holders of the southern 
stocks hold cotton lands and slaves as 
security, and they are in fact the real 
slave owners.

She was ta- 
ken up by some kindly disposed person 
who, as sooa as she recovered, paid her 
passage back to Cincinnati. Her heart 
almost failed her whea she approached 
her home. She could see her father’s 
residence as the boat passed along up 
the river, and it was her intention to go 
directly home, and throw herself upon the 
mercy of her father aud mother, and tell 
them how she had been deceived. 
approaching the door of the dwelling, 
there appeared to be an unusual bustle in 
the house, and on entering it she saw her 
father lying dead upon the floor. ‘The old 
man had heard which way she had gone, 
and took passage on the uafortunate steam- 
boat Moselle, which blew up at Cincinnati, 
and being one of the unfortunate sufferers, 
the body’ had just been recovered and 
brought home. As soon as the mother 
saw her, ‘*‘there,”’ said she, ‘*there is your 
murdered father,’ She run from the 
house, but not before her mothers’ curse 
was upon her, she says it rang in her 
ears for many a long day and night as 
she wandered through the woods. It was 
then summer, and al times severe hunger 
would induce her to go near the habitations 
of the people, as she wandered along 
through the coutry, and at one time she 
slipped in and took the hocake from the 
fire, while the tarmer's wife was gone to 
the spring—at other times she caught the 
fowls from the fence, and devoured them 
raw. How she lived so long, she is uns 
able to tell, but berries, nuts, fruit, and 
such gaime as she was enabled to catch, 
has been her food, and for wo winters 
she lived in an old deserted cabin on the 
banks of the Missouri. She filled it near- 
ly full. of dried leayes in the fall and would 
creep into them in cold weather. Some- 
body ournt down the cabin last fall, with 
some little stores of nuts and dried fruit 
she bad laid up for winter, since which 
time she has been sleeping ina large 
hollow tree. She says ‘ther clothing 
being almost entirely gone, the cold was 
very severe, and [ thought 1 would come 
to a house and get them to bury me. How 
I have suffered no human tongue can tell, 
but | had made up my mind to die in the 
wild woods and never againto suflera 
human being to speak to me, but my reso- 
lution failed, and I am indebted to the 
kindness of this poor family for what little 
comfort they could afford me on my death- 
bed.” —Pitsburg Chron.

The Brazos and Colorado rivers have 
overflown their banks to an unprecedent~ 
ed degree. The accounts of tho loss of 
life and property are truly lamentable. 
ln consequence of the sudden inundation 
of the bottom lands, several thousand 
head of cattle have been drowned. The 
‘planters on the river above and below 
Washington estimate the damage from 
this fresbet at ten thousand dollars per 
mile. In the bottom opposite Washing- 
ton the water was from fifteen to twenty 
feet deep, aud extended out to the hills, 
a distance of nine miles. Whole farms 
are inuedated—-houses and fences have 
been swept away, and large quantities of 
cotton and corn destroved. 

The Colorado, it is stated, within the 
last three weeks was higher than it has 
been within the recollection of the oldest 
settlers in its viciniity—being six feet 
higher than it was in 1833. Louses and 
fences have been swept from its banks; 
and it is thought that at least ten thou- 
sand head of cattle have either been 
drowned in the bottoms or carried off by 
the current. Cotton, coru and other 
property to a large amount have also been 
destroyed.

THE BOUNDARY TREATY.

ing subject—and after it was thought by 
all parties that the diflerence between the 
two nations was ‘amicably adjusted; and 
forever settled, that we are as far f#dm a 
good understanding both in regard to the 
boundary line and the right of search, as 
‘we were before the negotiation. 

In regard to the boundary question the 
British papers are charging Daniel Web- 
ster and this nation with duplicity and dis- 
honor im régard to the uffair, stating that 
Daniel Webster had in his possession an 
old map.on which the boundary lines in 
question were distinctly. marked which 
was the iine claimed by the British gov- 
ernment, and the one agreed upon in 1788 

y the commissioners of England and the 

United Staes, which was marked. by Dr. 
Franklin, and found among the documents 
ofthe Frénch government, and also that a 
similar map marked in the same way by 
the commissjoners that made the treaty 
in behalf of the British Government, was 
seén and examined by Mr. Webster; 
that Mr. Webster knew this at the’ time 
of the negotiation, and that other states. 
men knew it; but that Mr. Webster 
withheld this information and represer- 
ted a very different line to Lord Ash- 
burton as the. one that we had a just 
right to claim. We suppose that this is 
the map rmarked with red lines that Mr. 
Benton of Mo.. refers to in his speetti on 
tne Boundary Question. We are” hot 
prepared to say whether this mup is au- 
thentic or not at present; but from the as- 
pect of things -serious difficulties may 
grow ou: of it. 

Concerning the right of search, Sir Ro- 
bert’Peel has lately made a speech in the 
House of Commons in England, shewing 
that the American government have mis- 
understood Lord Ashburton, in regard to 
this subject-—that there is a material dif- 
ference between the right of search, and 
the right of visitation; that although the 
British never claimed the right of search, 
yet they always had, and did now claim 
the right of visitation, Whatever may 
have been the views of the British Nation 
in regard to this matter, it is evident that 


this nation never made any such distincs.

With respect to the.treaity which, we 
entered into with. the United States, in 
signing that treaty we consider that we 
have abandoned no rightof visitation. — 
We do not understand from the Unued 
States that they entered into that treaty 
with any engagement from us to abamion 
the right of visitation, which, if not ne- 


_ cessarily connected with the question of 


the slave trade, we thought that it was a 
step in advance when the United States 
professed a readiness to despatch a naval 
force to the coast.of Alrica,,Sor. the, pur> 
pose of suppressing the slave trade. We 
did not accept the detachment of that naval 
orce as an equivalent for aay, right which 
we claimed; yet still we thought that; for 
a great country Ike the U. States tu ke 
that step with us on the egast of Africa, 
although the power of vis.tition is. limi- 
ted under the treaty in such case, although 
we claim no’right to visit slavers, bona 
fide American, and the right is to be ex- 
ercised by vessels of the United States— 
we thought it, | say, a step iu advance to- 
wards the ultimate suppression of the 
s'ave trade to acceds to the proposition of 
the United States. 

But in acceding to that we have not 
abandoned our claim ih the slightest de- 
gree, nor did it ever make any part of our 
intention, during the controversy, to aban- 
don the right to which we ‘lay claim in 
the despatch | have mentioned. (Hear, 
hear, hear.) We have not contented bur- 
selves, sir, with leAving this fact to be~ 
come known’ by a declaration in this 
house; ‘but since the appearance of the 
President's Messave, we hnuve taken an 
opportunity of intimating to the United 
States the construction’ we place’ on the 
treaty.

Indian Mode of dressing Skins.—Mr. 
Catlin gives the following as the’ method 
by whicty the Indians'in the far west dress 
their skins— 
» The usual manner of «ressing the buf- 
falo and other skins, is by immersing 
them fur a few diys undera lev from ash- 
es and water, until the hair can be remov- 
ed, when they are strained upcn a frame, 
or upon the ground, with stakes or pins 
driven through the edges into the earth, 
where. they rem in for several days, and 
arcat lust finished by. graining as it is 
termed by the squaws, who use a sharpen- 
ed bone, the shoulder biade or otber large 
bones of the aaimul, sharpened at the edge 
somethiug like an adze, with the edyo of 
which they scrape the fleshy side of the 
skin, bearing on it w.th the weight of their 
bod.cs, the:eby drying and softening the 
skin and fitting it for use. The greater part 
of the skins, however, go through anoth- 
er operation afterwards, which gives them 
a greater valuz, and renders them much 
more servicerbie$ that is the process of 
smoking. For this, a hole is dug in the 
ground, and a fire is built in it with rot- 
ten wood, which wiil produce a great 
quantity of smoke, without much blaze; 
and several gmall poles of the proper 
length stuck into the ground around iy 
and drawn and fastened together: at the 
top, around which a skin is wrapped in 


form of a tent and generally sewed to | 
‘pether at the edges to secure smoke with- 


in wt; withia this the skins. to be smoked 
are placed, and in this condition the tent 
will stand a day or so, enclosing the beat- 
ing smoke: and by some chemical process 
or uther, which | do not understand, the 
skins thus acquire a quality which enables 


‘them aller being so many times wet; to 


dry soft, and plant as they were before, 
which secret | have never yet seen prac- 
tised in my own country and. for the lack 
of which all of our dressed skins, when 
once wet, are | think, chiefly ruined. Au 
Indian’s dress of deer skins whioh if wet 
u huadred times upon his back, dries soft; 
and his lodge also, which stands in the 
rain, and even through the severity of 
the winter, is taken down as soft and as 
clean ag when first put up. :

portant to community, including as 


does, both the employer and the laborer; 
but that both are seriously affected, there 
can be mo doubt. Itis a fact well known 
not poly ja, outcommaunity, but all oth- 
ers, thatthe want ofa medium

classes of society, and especially to the 
Jaborer, the laboring com- 
pose by far reater portion, and a se~ 
coed is depending da 
by. day, on his labor for his daily bread, 
assisted by the blessings of Providence.— 
Such has been, and is the state of things 
by. the cause referred to, that in the midst 
of'plenty we are in want, surrounded by 
all the comforts of life, yet they are, com- 
paratively epeaking, out of our reach; for 
this,state of things there must be an ex- 
erting cause, and we°are gravely told 
that cause isthe high price ded for 
dsbor; that produce is a eash article ond 
thut as an offset for the price of labor. 
‘we must’ take our pay in something 
that’ ean be more easily procured, or 
réduce at an advance price from what 
t'is generally sold at in market, for cash, 
and not onfrequently in clothesand other 
articles, [rom the eastern markets at an 
advance price of from to 2 hnndred per 
cant: above cost and transportation. This, 
to'say the least, is'a source of much in- 
eohvenience to the laborer; it deprives 
we in many instances of sharing the com- 
‘mon ‘comforts of life. and puts its luxuries 
‘entirely beyond our reach, which is ¢s- 
sentially necessary to make life agreea- 
‘ble, and our situation happy. It occurs 
‘to'my mind that there 1s a'wrong existing 
‘gomewhere, and | will briefly state where, 
id my ‘pinion, a wroag exists. In our 
‘eommunications with our eastern friends, 
‘we encourage them to bring'to this place 
‘articles which are manufactured in the 
“enst, telling them they can get labor, and 
‘make improvements, and at the same time 
receive a large advance on goods. This 
then is an bidedsient for them to leave 
their money in the hands of eastern mer- 
chants and factors, whilst we have as a 
reward for our folly, to be imposed up- 
‘on by paying from one to two hundred 
per cent. as has been before stated. But 
perhaps the question may arise, ‘are we 
overstocked with goods? 1 would say in 
my Own opinion, we are not; but we are 
‘oppressed with high prices; while at the 
same time the demand for labor is les- 
‘sened' and many branehes of machanism 
entirely neglected; and the means ex- 
‘pended in foreign markets to enrich the 
few, whilst it impoverishes the many. 

‘It would be useless forme to enumer~ 
ate the many advantages we possess for 
manufacturing. It is a well known fact 
tha* we ss all the advantages of any 
other country, both#n the materials and 
‘workmen, andI am confident that not- 
withstanding the complaint of high wages, 

s can be manufactured here for less 
than we are paying at present, and at 
the sume time afford a hte: to the man~ 
ufacturer. Labor in all countries is gen- 
erally governed by the price of produce, 
and at the same time manufactured ar- 
Aicles by the price of labor; consequent- 
Ty all harmonize or ballance in the great 
scale of industry; and until this can be 
Jone, itis useless in my opinion to con- 
template a reduction of wages without 
oppressing the laborer. A MECHANIC. 
A Mechanic, although we do not altogether 
agree with him, has made many true remarks; 
teere are many wrongs existing emong us. One 
ie, that goods are sold here twenty five and fifty 
ercent higher than in other places, Another 
gg hat we have in ourcity cash prices, and 
trade prices, which all mj itetes against the la- 
borer. jA third is, sending for mauofactured 
articles that we could make at home.

or repub'icanisin. The withering influence ef 
such legislation is like a pestiferous bredth, 
which poisous all that comes within its réach, 
and spreads a dead'y bane as far as its influence 
extends; and mach as we would desire to re- 
spect and esteem such men, whom of all others 
ought to be honorable, and honored; yet we 
cannot withhold the expression of our feeling, 
when so flagrant a breach of confidence, and go 

oss a departure from the noble, dignified, pat- 

otic, and democratie principles which ought to 
characterize the proceedings of the Honorable 
inembers of a free and independent State, like 
that of Illinois, 

In the proceedings of the House, the aim ata 
soc'ety, and not on account of any exclusive pri- 
vileges that ween)joy, is so apparentfthat it cannot 
fail to strike every superficial observer, for it has 
not been shewn in that [fouge that we posseas any 
privileges whieh other chartered cities do not.

Mr. SMITH, of Hancock, said he did 
not arise to discuss the subject now before 
the House. He had on some occasions 
before, when similar propositions were 
brought beforethis body, given his views 
of their unfairness, injustice and intoler- 
ance. He thought at this time, when we 
were approaching rapidly a termination 
of the session that the time of the House 
might be better occupied than in discuss- 
ing a measure which must be regarded by 
al! men, who have looked with candor and 
fairness upon it, to be uncalled for—not 
necessary to promote the welfare of any 
portion of the people of this State—but 
which, if carried out, must do manifest 
injustice to a large and fapidly increasing 
body of people, whose highest ambition is 
to be good citizens—to perform their du- 
ties to the government under which they 
live—to each other, and to their God. I 
repeat, said Mr. S., that | think the time 
of this Legislature could be better occu- 
pied, at this late period of the session in 
maturing important bills which now lie on 
your table. And | hope I may be permit- 
ted tosay, without offence, that I am great- 
ly surprised at the course of some mem: 
bers on this floor, who are proclaiming 
aloud: for retrenchment and reform—and 
yet will spend weeks in legislating upon 
subjects which are of little importance to 
the people. We make great desplay of 
our disposition to cut off the fees of con- 
stables, and justices, and county and cir 
cuit court clerks—we spend days upon 
these and similar matters,;—but when it 
cumes to our own pay we have little hesi- 
tation in taking the full amount which 
members of the Legislature received in 
‘ordinary times,”’ and we have lost no 


chance to get that pay in specie even if , 


the school fund was robbed to obtain it. 
It requires scarce a moment to pass a dill 
or resolution to enable members of the 
Legislature to draw money; but there is a 
great waste of time, upon bills of tittle 
importance to the people in these times of 
pecuniary Suffering.

Great Storm.—On the 13th ult, a dread~ 
ful hurricane occurred on the British 
Coast. The exact amount of loss which 
it has occasioned will perhaps never be 
ascertained. Upwards of seventy fishing 
boats, with all hands, were lost off Galway 
Bay, and the distress which this calamity 
has inflicted on the population of the place 
is truly melancholy. On the coast of 
Morne, several fishing boats were overta~ 
ken by the gale, and, together with tho 


crew of the boat which mercifully, attemp- | 


ted to rescue them, were utterly lost. The 
vicinity of the catastrophe which has left 
fifty families destitute is described as one 
wide scene of mourning. ‘The steamer 
Monk was lost in Carnarvon Bay, and 
more than thirty souls perished. A mag- 
nificent ship, the Conqueror, of 800 tons 
burthen, on her voyage from Calcutta to 
London, was wrecked off the coast of 
Boulong; of the 8@ persons on board of 
her, ali, with the exception of a boy, per- 
fslied. The Jessie Logan, of 1000 tons 
burthen, from India to Liverpool, after 
encountering fearful hardships in the 
channel, was totally lost off the Cornish

s.—There was a statemer 
wiattin som of the Boston papers, re- 
specting the produce of eighty-three hens, 
belonging to Mr. H. G. Tucker of Milton, 
which was said to be six hundred dozen 
during last year. A person in this town 
purchased some hens last January, for aa 
experiment, and from ten had ninety-three 
dezen eggs, besides raising filteen chick- 
ens. The whole expense of keeping the 
hens was defrayed by the avails of forty- 
one dozen of eggs sold. Corn and barley 
waé their principal food, and this was kept 
before them continnally.

INTERESTING FKOM MEXICO. 

The following is from the New Ors 
leans Picayune of the 24th ult. 

‘By the United States brig-of-war Dol- 

hin, arrived nt the Balize on the 224 
inst. from Vera Crez, via Tampico, we 
hive dates from the former place up to 
the 3rd inst. 

‘The United States sloop-~of war Ful- 
mouth, with Mr. Curson on board, ar- 
rived ot Vera Cruz onthe last day of 
February. and remained there when the 
Dolphin .sailed. Mr, Curson preceeded 
on his way to Mexico, ‘with his despatch- 
es immediately. 

‘Among the passengers on board the 
Dolphin, were Henry Connoly, Esq. a 
merchant of Chinahau, and Judge Rob- 
inson, cf the San Antonio prisoners who 
has been liberated by order of Santa An- 
na. Whie in chains at the Castle of 
’erote, the latter was sent for by Santa 
Anna, and after a personal interview, re- 
ceited propositions thougtit to be of a fa- 
vorable nature towards the final indepen. 
dence of Texas. These, Judge Robinson 
now has wrh hit; and he will proceed 
with all haste to lay them belore the 
Governmett of Texas. Jt is thought by 
many that the Texan prisoners. now con- 
fined at Perote, wilt soon be libera:ed. 

‘It was reported, at Vera Cruz, onthe 
3d inst. that a large condaciu with specie 
had left Mexico for the former place, 
some $200,000 of which was for mer- 


chants in this city. 


‘The Falmouth was to remain at Vera 
Cruz until the Ist of the coming month, 
when it was expecied that General 


Thompson weuld arrive. from tf 
Mexico to take passage for this country. 
‘Official news had been received at the 
city of Mexico of the escape of the Mier 
prisoners. A ly number of Mexi- 
cans were killed in the ‘‘skirmage,” 
according to their own accounts. 
of our correspondents, writing from Pu- 
ebla, says he has no doubt they have 


escaped out of the country; but later 


information leads us to believe that such 
is not the case. 

“While off Tampico, one of the passen- 
gers on board the Dolphin received the 
news of the recapture of the Texians, as 


contained in an officicial despatch froma 


Mex:can officer at Monterey; Someone 
hundred and eleven of them had been re~ 
tuken by a large body of Mexican troops 
and it was thought the remainder had no 
chance to escape. We are too fearful 
this nes is true. 

“Santa Anna left his residencé near 
Vera Cruz, on the 27th ult., for the eity 
of Mexico, where his services were evi- 
dently needed. All our corfespon- 
dence from that country, and we have re- 
ceived several letters at different points, 
represented a strorg feeling and evena 
conspiracy as existing against the dictator 
in the capitol. A correspondent at Jalap- 
pa informs us that a large body of troops 
stationed there, and which were detained 
to act against Yut¢atan, had been ordered 
by Santa Aana to march forthwith te the 
citv of Mexico. 

‘It is thought that when Santa Anna 


‘ arrives at the city of Mexico there will 


be a change of ministry so fur as regards 
the Treasury and War Departments. It 
is even surmised by some that, surrounded 
as Santa Anna is by home difficulties, he 
will send a commissioner to Texas, with 
propositions of peace and a recognition of 
the independence of that republic. 

“Atoll events, a crisis has arrived in 
the affairs of Mexico, and by the next ar- 
rivals we cannot but look for popular and 
déterminedgmovements on the part of the 
people. 

*We hear of no further movements ia 
relation to Campeachy, and, from what 
we can luarn, nether troops nor spppliea, 
hid been previous to the sailing of the 
Dolphin. 

*"The new Mexican schooner, recently 
arrived from-New York, had been much 
injured ina gale, about the last of Feb- 
ruary,and is now unfit fur service.”
